
Gay Man 
Alleges 
Sex Abuse 
in Hospital

A n openly gay man who was immobilized with 
severe fractures after he fell four stories from his 
hotel window ledge last year has filed a damages 
claim against Laguna Honda Hospital, charging 
he was sexually abused by an employee at the site. 

According to attorney Robert Douglas, who repre¬ 
sents claimant Dennis Todd Roberts, the harassment 
began when Roberts was transferred from San Francisco 
General Hospital to Laguna Honda Hospital for skilled 
nursing care of his injuries. 

Deputy City Attorney Paula Jesson told the Bay Area 
Reporter the claim against the city will be investigated, 
and either paid or rejected. Under law, the city has six 
months to reject or settle the claim. If the claim is reject¬ 
ed, Roberts’s attorney will file a lawsuit against the city 
in San Francisco Superior Court. 

“It was kind of rough. It’s still kind of rough. I wish it 
hadn’t happened,” Roberts told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Roberts fractured his pelvis, both legs, and his arms in 
a four-story fall from the Market Chase Hotel in the Ten-

Internal Condoms Available Now: 

SF Gay Men Get Some Reality 


Protease 

Approved, 

Funding 

Pushed

T he unrelenting march of new 
protease inhibitors onto phar¬ 
macy shelves picked up 
blinding speed at the last 
stages of approval. The drugs are ex¬ 
pected to be commercially available 
as early as mid-March. 

A Food and Drug Administration 
advisory panel meeting Thursday, 
February 29 reviewed ritonavir, the 
protease developed by Abbott Labo¬ 
ratories. The marathon session lasted 
well into the evening and brought a 
somewhat unusual recommendation: 
full approval for use in patients in late 
stages of HIV infection, but condi¬ 
tional approval for other uses. Those 
definitions were intentionally left 
fuzzy. 

The agreement hammered out with 
Abbott means the company will con¬ 
duct further trials to determine 
dosage and regime efficacy in pa¬ 
tients in earlier stages of infection. 
The practical effect for people living 
with HIV is to make the product 
quickly available for use as their 
physicians sees fit. 

FDA Commissioner David Kessler 
signed the panel’s recommendations 
the next day. The formal application 
process took only 72 days, nearly 
three weeks quicker than the old 
record set last December with ap-

T his week San Francisco became the 
first city in the world to begin wide- 
scale free distribution of internal 
condoms to gay men. The policy of 
providing men with the so-called “female 
condoms” at city health clinics was estab¬ 
lished in a memo distributed by San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Office Director Mitch Katz, 
M.D., on Monday, March 4. 

“We have ordered a supply of these con¬ 
doms to be distributed for use by men,” Katz 
wrote in the memo, sent to all district health 
centers, the Tom Waddell Clinic, the South¬ 
east Health Center, and the Potrero Hill 
Health Center. “The supply is limited by

funding availability, but it is our intention to 
make these available as best we can.” 

According to Marcy Fraser, RN, in the 
AIDS Office, the city ordered 500 of the 
condoms: of which 300 have been delivered 
so far. The three other cities that have initi¬ 
ated Reality giveaway programs, which 
have so far only focused on women, have 
distributed thousands of the devices. 
Philadelphia alone went through 80,000 in 
five months. 

The same day Katz sent his memo. Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano introduced a resolu¬ 
tion before the Board of Supervisors 
“urg[ing] that director of Public Health take 
the needed action to make this alternative 
condom design widely available to both 


of circumventing the legislative process. 

In a last-minute maneuver, criticized 
even by legislators who support the ban on 
same-sex marriage, the House Judiciary 
Committee revived a bill Friday, March 1 
that would ask Hawaiian voters to decide on 
a constitutional amendment that specifies 


men and women for HIV/AIDS and Sexual¬ 
ly Transmitted disease prevention, while 
protecting funding which has made it avail¬ 
able to women, and to take all available step 
to encourage the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration to formally authorize [anal] use.” 

Meanwhile, in Washington... 

The FDA has never given approval for 
the manufacturer to label and promote the 
Reality brand condom for use in anal sex, so 
most gay men aren’t aware they are an op¬ 
tion. However, as the Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
vealed last week, gay men participated in 
Phase I testing of the device at the Howard 
Brown Memorial Clinic in Chicago six

state-sanctioned marriage can only be be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. 

Under the rules of the legislature, at least 
48 hours notice should be given before a 
committee decides on a bill, 1 6 allow for 
public testimony. The committee apparently 
faced a midnight deadline Friday to position 
non-budget bills for final vote before the full 
House this week. 

This latest legislative maneuver was 
prompted by a domestic partnership bill that 
is up for a vote in the state Senate this week. 
The Senate bill would grant gay and lesbian 
couples many of the legal and other benefits 
extended to married heterosexual couples. 
State senators are hoping that granting these

'We've Lost Another Warrior' 

Christian Haren Dies

Nationally renowned AIDS ed¬ 
ucator Christian Haren died 
peacefully at his Castro District 
home on February 27. He was 61. 

Diagnosed with AIDS in 1985, 
Haren was a leader in AIDS pre¬ 
vention efforts among high school 
and college youth. A prime mover 
behind “The Wedge,” a local pro¬ 
gram that brought people with 
HIV into schools to talk about the 
reality of HIV disease, Haren later 
founded a nationally-based techni¬ 
cal assistance training program for 
HIV-positive AIDS educators. He 
lectured frequently about the dis¬ 
ease and the importance of safe 
sex practices to prevent the trans¬ 
mission of HIV until his health de¬ 
clined. 

Haren was the recipient of nu¬ 
merous awards, including the 
prestigious Stonewall Award, and 
was called a national hero by 
Newsweek magazine for his ef¬ 
forts. He was especially proud of 
the official recognition of his 
work by U.S. Surgeon General C. 
Everett Koop. 

“We’ve lost another warrior to 
this AIDS battle,” said San Fran¬ 
cisco Health Department director 
Sandra Hernandez, MD. “It’s a 
huge loss to the community. The 
Department of Public Health gives 
him the kind of respect and ac¬ 
knowledgment that any other war 
hero would receive.” 

Bom in San Bemadino, Cali¬ 
fornia, Haren was briefly a con¬ 
tract actor to Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer studio and appeared in a 


number of films, including 
Harm’s Way with John Wayne. He 
also appeared in the Broadway 
production of The Resistible Rise 
of Arturo Ui. 

Haren also worked as a model, 
and is best known for appearing in 
print ads for Marlboro Cigarettes. 

During the late 1960s Haren 
was a real estate salesman and a 
construction contractor in Sonoma 
County and Los Angeles. A classic 
Victorian home he remodeled in 
period style in Key West, Florida 
later received an award. 

In the 70s, Haren’s manage¬ 
ment of the CC Construction Co. 


bar in Palm Springs turned the 
venue into the most popular gay 
spot in the resort area. After relo¬ 
cating to the Bay Area, Haren later 
briefly ran a Russian River area 
chocolate store. 

Haren’s lover Gregory Thomas 
died in December. Haren is sur¬ 
vived by his sister, Connie Robey 
of Mountain Home, Idaho, his 
close friends Lynda Maderas and 
Bob Crane, and his former house¬ 
mate David Kirkpatrick. 

The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors adjourned its Tues¬ 
day, March 5 meeting in Haren’s 
honor. ▼ 


High Court Backs Gays 
Against Police Sting

The California State Supreme 
Court unanimously decided Mon¬ 
day, March 4 in favor of two gay 
men who sued the Mountain View 
police department in 1993 for ar¬ 
resting them solely on the basis of 
their sexual orientation. 

Public lewdness charges 
against Dennis Baluyut and Job 
Lopez were ultimately dropped, 
two men out of a total of ten who 
were detained outside the Video 
Cassette Outlet adult bookstore in 
Mountain View, on suspicion of 
soliciting sex from a male under¬ 
cover officer in 1992 and 1993. 
Openly gay attorney Bruce Nick¬ 
erson has argued all along that the 
police targeted gay men, since no 
heterosexuals were arrested, and 
citizen complaints from the book¬ 
store neighbors had not specified 
anything about gay men. 

This week’s high court deci¬ 
sion will ease the burden of proof 
for future plaintiffs claiming po¬ 
lice discrimination, because it dis¬ 
agreed with a Fourth District 
Court of Appeals decision in Peo¬ 
ple v. Smith that demands a higher 
burden of proof. Santa Clara 
County Municipal Court Judge 
Douglas Southard had cited that 
standard, which demands proof 
that police deliberately intended to 
punish the men they arrested for 
being gay. Instead, Southard wrote 
in his opinion, Mountain View po¬ 
lice had acted out of subconscious 
anti-gay bias. 

But in January 1995, the Sixth 
District Court of Appeals ordered 
all charges to be dropped against 
the men, stating, “A defendant 
should not be required to psycho¬ 


analyze the enforcement authori¬ 
ties to receive the constitutional 
protections to which he or she is 
entitled.” 

Nevertheless, the state’s Attor¬ 
ney General asked the State 
Supreme Court to rule on the dis¬ 
crimination claim. 

Nickerson said the decision 
spells the end of gay-specific po¬ 
lice sting operations. “They got 


rid of the Smith requirement of in¬ 
tent to punish, and you just need to 
show statistics,” he told the B.A.R. 

The court remained silent on 
whether the sting operation used 
by the Mountain View police de¬ 
partment had illegally discriminat¬ 
ed against gays, because the 
charges have been dismissed. “It’s 
not the whole ball of wax,” Nick¬ 
erson conceded. ▼ 


SF OCC Head: 

I Am Not a Homophobe

A former Santa Clara County Assistant District Attorney who 
used to prosecute sex solicitation defendants - such as the gay men 
entrapped at a Mountain View adult bookstore in the case partially 
addressed by the California Supreme Court this week [see story 
above] - doesn’t work for that D.A. anymore. 

Lance Beyer is now the civilian director of the San Francisco 
Police Department’s Office of Citizen Complaints, and he finds ac¬ 
cusations that he’s homophobic because he prosecuted the cases as¬ 
signed to him disturbing and offensive. 

So does gay attorney Bruce Nickerson, who said Beyer was “just 
doing his job” in prosecuting gay men nabbed for sexual solicitation 
or lewd and lascivious conduct. 

“Well, he must not have done too great a job because the police 
sure lost this case,” San Francisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
quipped. 

Ammiano, who is active in police reform matters, told the B.A.R. 
the reports left him concerned. 

But Nickerson said that Beyer was an excellent attorney, who 
prosecuted cases because he believed he had the elements of con- 
victable offenses. 

“In my opinion, he’s not a homophobe,” Nickerson said. “Ab¬ 
solutely not. He’s a very conscientious man.” 

Beyer was an Assistant District Attorney with the Santa Clara 
County District Attorney’s office for 15 years until he took the OCC 
post last year. ▼

City Hall Wedding 
Ceremonies Scheduled 


Now All That's Needed Are Participants!

When the Wedding March 
plays at the first-ever San Fran¬ 
cisco City Hall civil ceremony 
for domestic partners Monday, 
March 25, it might only signal a 
symbolic victory. Even so, it will 
be one watched by the whole 
world. 

Domestic partners are now 
being sought to take part in the 
group ceremony, which will be 
performed by Mayor Willie 
Brown and Supervisor Carole 
Migden inside the War Memorial 
Building. The special ceremony 
will kick off the city’s new pro¬ 
gram that offers same-sex cou¬ 
ples and other domestic partners 
the same type of civil ceremony 
historically made available to 
heterosexual couples at City Hall. 

Like the bill authorizing civil 
service ceremonies for domestic 
partners registered in San Fran¬ 
cisco, news reports of the group 
weddings have prompted calls 
from around the world, according 
to Migden aide Michael Col- 
bruno. The bill was authored by 


Supervisor Carole Migden and 
unanimously passed by the Board 
of Supervisors. 

Migden said she welcomed 
the attention, saying that it was a 
perfect opportunity for the city to 
show off its liberal stripes. 

“At a time when lesbians and 
gays are under attack from Pat 
Buchanan and the far right, it is 
important that San Francisco 
shows the world that we are a 
compassionate and humane place 
to live for everyone,” she said. 
“This ceremony is an opportunity 
for people across the country to 
see that alternative families live 
in stable and loving relationships, 
while legitimizing public support 
and adding a celebratory note to 
the occasion.” 

March 20 is the deadline for 
registered domestic partners to 
sign up at the County Clerk’s of¬ 
fice. There is a $35 fee to register 
as a domestic partner, and $30 to 
have a civil ceremony. 

The group ceremony will be 
held at 401 Van Ness Avenue, be¬ 
ginning at 10 a.m. in the Herbst 
Theater. ▼

A future vision for the Castro 
will be the subject of four focus 
groups this month and next, 
sponsored by Castro Area Plan¬ 
ning and Action. The first, open 
to all interested parties, is next 
Wednesday. 

According to organizers, the 
focus groups are to assist urban 
planners and architects respond 
to neighborhood and lesbian and 
gay community concerns. 

The focus groups of residents, 
businesspeople, and lesbian and 
gay community members will 
seek input from participants 
“about how they want the Castro 
district to develop in the next few 
years,” CAPA spokesman Phil 
Siegel told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Siegel said the community 
group has been conducting out¬ 
reach to other community groups 
for input and comparisons about 
neighborhood issues. 

“Chain stores are a very big 
issue in many neighborhoods,” 
Siegel said. “Rent control and 
zoning issues are also big prob¬ 
lems for many neighborhoods.” 
Housing, traffic, and public safe¬ 
ty are other hot topics in neigh¬ 
borhood associations, he said. 

Siegel said that there is a di¬ 
versity of opinions about what 
residents and community mem¬ 
bers want - and don’t want - in 
the Castro, and that all opinions 
are welcome at the focus groups. 

“We decided the best way to 
proceed is to get everyone’s opin¬ 
ion and put all that into a master 
document,” he said. 

Siegel said the focus groups 
will establish the groundwork for 
a two-day May planning work¬ 
shop to address neighborhood is¬ 
sues in the Eureka Valley/Cas- 
tro/Duboce Triangle area. 

The workshop will involve ar¬ 
chitects, city planners’ represen¬ 
tatives from a variety of city de¬ 
partments, and landscape design¬ 


ers and experts in various fields. 

“The outcome of the May 
workshop will be a series of ideas 
put forth in a graphic format,” 
Seigel said. “The results of the 
workshop will be displayed in a 
variety of public venues for dis¬ 
cuss and community comment - 
and everyone with concerns 
about the Castro is invited to par¬ 
ticipate.”

DiGenova Desists 
PWA Eviction Attempt

A San Francisco gay man who 
suffers from symptomatic HIV in¬ 
fection no longer faces eviction 
from his residence of 20 years, 
after the Bay Area Reporter pub¬ 
lished a story about his landlord’s 
attempts to remove him, but the 
tenant’s lawyer says she still plans 
to sue the landlord in the case. 

The three-day eviction action 
had been taken by landlord Antho¬ 
ny DiGenova in February on the 
grounds that tenant John Hughes 
was an alcoholic whose drinking 
created a public health hazard to 
other building residents. The action 
was dropped before a scheduled de¬ 
position of DiGenova could be con¬ 
ducted as part of a lawsuit Hughes 
filed to prevent the eviction. 

“This proves the substance of 
our case, and we intend to take af¬ 


firmative action,” said attorney 
Amanda Ebey, who represents 
Hughes. 

According to a letter written by 
tenant Romeo L’Heureux to 
DiGenova, which was used to jus¬ 
tify the nuisance eviction, “Hardly 
a day would go by but that [Hugh¬ 
es] is intoxicated.” 

But Ebey produced a letter 
from Hughes’s physician, stating 
that he was not abusing alcohol 
and did not need alcohol abuse 
treatment. 

L’Heureux, a friend of DiGen- 
ova’s, told the Bay Area Reporter 
he wrote the letter “out of con¬ 
cern” for Hughes, and was ex¬ 
tremely upset to discover it had 
become a public document and 
was reported as such. 

L’Heureux also said he did not 
realize that Hughes was ill. 

Ebey told the B.A.R. her 


client’s health “remains stable,” 
but said the incident has also taken 
a financial toll. 

“He needs to be compensated 
for his costs in this matter,” she 
said. “He’s out of a lot of money - 
but John Hughes is a fighter.” 

She said Hughes posed ab¬ 
solutely no threat to the other ten¬ 
ants at the Pine Street apartments 
where he lives. 

“Mr. Hughes is no more a 
threat to the health, safety, and 
welfare of tenants in that building 
than I am on a bad hair day,” she 
told the B.A.R. 

Ebey said she believed DiGen¬ 
ova attempted to evict Hughes as 
part of a plan for “vacancy decon¬ 
trol” and subsequent higher rents. 
DiGenova is the founder of Girth 
and Mirth, a social and support 
group for extremely overweight 
men and their admirers. T 


Marin Lesbian 
Sentenced to 11 Years 
for Manslaughter 

'Essentially a Life Sentence to Someone this Age'

A Marin County judge sen¬ 
tenced a 69-year-old lesbian to the 
maximum sentence allowed by 
law on Thursday, February 29. 
Phyllis Robbins had pleaded 
guilty to voluntary manslaughter 
on December 23 in connection 
with the slaying last summer of a 
Mills Valley woman, Bobby Wil¬ 
son. 

Robbins, a retired art teacher 
with no prior arrests, will be trans¬ 
ferred this week to California 
Women’s Facility at Chowchilla 
to begin serving an 11 year sen¬ 
tence, with no chance of parole, 
her defense attorney David Wool 
told the B.A.R. 

He pleaded for mercy with the 
sentencing judge Lynn O’Malley, 
saying that the minimum of three 
years, or even a midterm sentence 
of six years, would be more ap¬ 
propriate given Robbins’ total lack 
of a criminal history and her age. 
“We made the point that an 11 
year sentence was essentially a 
life sentence to someone this age,” 
he said. 


In eight years she might be el¬ 
igible to go to a halfway house, he 
said. 

“It was actually a sad event. I 
was really shocked that she got the 
maximum term, considering her 
lack of intent and her lack of a 
criminal record,” Wool told the 
B.A.R. following the sentencing. 
In her leniency plea to the court, 
Robbins presented a large collec¬ 
tion of character letters, including 
one from a couple who said they 
would still entrust her with their 
own children. 

But Judge O’Malley expressed 
concern that Robbins would be a 
danger to the community. O’Mal¬ 
ley said to Robbins before pro¬ 
nouncing the sentence, “You must 
have a lot of anger and rage inside 
you because of what you did.” 
Wool told the B.A.R. that the sen¬ 
tencing reflected the judge’s feel¬ 
ing that since the killing was so 
brutal, she had no choice but to 
give maximum sentence. Accord¬ 
ing to the coroner, 15 blows were 
delivered to the deceased. 


‘Out of Her Mind’ 

On the morning of June 5, 
1995, Wilson invited Robbins to 
her home to discuss another 
woman, Maurine Zwemke, who 
was about to leave Robbins for 
Wilson. Robbins told the court 
that she ended up having to use 
mace to defend herself against 
Wilson, who she said tried to as¬ 
sault her with a metal-type 
weapon. 

At that point, according to 
Wool, the tragic slaying occurred. 

Wool said that maximum sen¬ 
tence is reserved for someone who 
has repeated instances, and had 
planned out the murder. Wilson’s 
needless death was a tragedy, but 
one that was unplanned and hap¬ 
pened in the heat of passion. He 
commented, “The judge kept say¬ 
ing what a cruel deed that Phyllis 
Robbins committed. How can it 
be cruel when you don’t even 
know what you’re doing? 

“She was out of her mind” at 
the time. Wool said, and when she 
“came to,” she called 911 for help. 

He has no plans to appeal, he 
said. ▼

Public Meeting Next Thursday: 

Queer Community 
Center Board Expands

As the very first. scheduled 
public forum for the proposed San 
Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgender Community 
Center approaches, community 
operatives have been busy setting 
the stage for buzzwords like diver¬ 
sity and inclusion to become real¬ 
ities. 

The public forum for The 
Community Center Project is 
scheduled for next Thursday, 
March 14 at 7 p.m. in the auditori¬ 
um of the Community College 
building, located at 33 Gough 
Street near Market. 

Four new board members will 
be announced, a new business 
plan unveiled, and information 
given about Mayor Brown’s offi¬ 
cial endorsement of the project. 

The new board members are 
Quang H. Dang, Pat Martel, 
Juanita Owens, and Jeff Sead. 
Dang is a law student and commu¬ 
nity activist currently serving on 
the Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual/Trans- 
gender Advisory Committee of the 
San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission. Martel has 20 years 
of experience in city government 
and non-profits including chair of 
the Hispanic Caucus of the United 
Way in Los Angeles. She now 
works as the assistant city manag¬ 
er of Daly City. Owens is a coun¬ 
selor for the San Francisco Com¬ 
munity College District, is in¬

volved with many issues affecting 
the Latino and African-American 
communities, and is a past mem¬ 
ber of the Police Commission, the 
Permit Appeals Board, and the 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. Sead co-chairs the Gay 
Asian Pacific Alliance (GAPA) 
and is a longtime community vol¬ 
unteer, including organizing 
GAPA’s Chinese New Year Parade 
float. He also works at Clinical 
Partners as a patient care coordi¬ 
nator. 

While the new board members 
reflect a continuing effort to fully 
include people of color from the 
very start of the community cen¬ 
ter, Board President Scott Shafer 
told the B.A.R. that bisexual and 


transgender members are still 
being sought. 

Supervisor Susan Leal, who 
met last week with the center’s 
board about ensuring that the 
make-up of the board is as diverse 
as possible, told the B.A.R,, “I 
think people came away from that 
meeting hopeful because there has 
been a definite response by the 
board to further diversify.” Just 
part of that process includes assur¬ 
ances that all new appointments 
would be persons of color. “The 
feeling was hopeful, but I think 
also the feeling was that we have 
to be vigilant,” said Leal. She also 
asked for people with disabilities 
on the board. 

There are 17 total board seats, 
with six of those filled by men and 
women of color. According to the 
center’s by-laws, the board can 
contain up to 25 members. 

Shafer told the B.A.R. that the 
meeting with Leal was part of on¬ 
going outreach that also included 
Supervisors Carole Migden and 
Tom Ammiano. 

“From the very beginning we 
have had people of color on our 
board,” he said. “We understand 
that the only way this center is 
going to succeed is for everyone 
to be involved and for everybody 
to feel a part of it. 

“Not just in a symbolic way,” 
he said, “but as a fundamental part 
of the project,” on the board of di¬ 
rectors and as part of outreach. ▼

Stellar 

Addled 


E lizabeth Birch, the executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, recently used the words 
“pretty stellar” to describe Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s record on gay issues. 
Hmmmm. 

Birch made the statement when com¬ 
paring Clinton to the current crop of Re¬ 
publican candidates, a context in which 
there are positive things to be said about 
him, to be sure, but that doesn’t justify 
such exaggeration. At no time in Clin¬ 
ton’s presidency has he ever deserved 
that kind of approval. 

This is a president whose Justice De¬ 
partment will not fight Amendment 2, but 
will fight every victory won by gay ser- 
vicemembers. A president who has bro¬ 
ken every promise he has made to us, and 
whose record on the literally life-and- 
death issue of AIDS is abysmal. 

Unless Birch meant Clinton’s policies 
are a perceptual phenomenon - like 
Stephen Hawking’s observation that the 
stars we see tonight are just illusions, 
remnants of heat and light generated 
some years ago - her statement makes 
our community look like we’re addle- 
pated idiots who can’t tell fact from fic¬ 
tion. 

How can we ever expect to get Clin¬ 
ton to make good on his pledges - to ini¬ 
tiate a Manhattan Project on AIDS, or to 
accept the recommendations of his own 
AIDS policy council (or those of his two 
Republican predecessors), or to fully 
fund the Ryan White Act - if our leaders 
insist on beatifying him despite all his 
broken promises? 

Some readers may think we’re being 
too harsh on Bill, but a more honest ap¬ 
praisal of his job performance over the 
last three years isn’t going to spoil his 
sleep for the next few months. He has the 
Democratic nomination sewn up and is 
riding in style to the national convention 
in Chicago. From there the road back to 
the White House looks pretty clear (ex¬ 
cept for those Whitewater rapids looming 
on his horizon), leaving his future a lot 
brighter than that of any of the PWAs we 
know. 

And as long as two American youths 
under the age of 20 are contracting HIV 
every hour, as the White House itself ac¬ 
knowledges, the Clinton track record is 
not stellar. It’s a black hole. 

In case the above criticism of Clinton 
gives undue comfort to the gay Buchanan 
contingent out there - surely a one-per¬ 
son show if there ever was one - or any 
other gay Republicans, we’d like to point 


out an ugly (but telling) occurrence on 
the GOP trail lately. 

The oddest political sight we’ve seen 
in years, by far, was that of shackled and 
hapless Alan Keyes being dragged away 
from a debate in Atlanta this week. Keyes 
is an African-American running for the 
Republican presidential nomination on a 
“traditional values” campaign, but failing 
to attract many votes. His message would 
appeal to more GOPs, it has been sug¬ 
gested, if he were white; of course, the 
same is also said about Democrats and 
Jesse Jackson. 

Still, when Jackson was a Democratic 
presidential candidate he was never 
handcuffed and removed from a debating 
site. Keyes, on the other hand, was pre¬ 
vented by whatever means were neces¬ 
sary from entering the debate at an At¬ 
lanta television studio, ostensibly be¬ 
cause he was not a leading contender for 
the nomination. Eventually cops brought 
out the handcuffs, slapped them on the 
candidate, and stuffed him into a squad 
car. (He was soon released - in a parking 
lot, no less, after being aimlessly driven 
around a series of locations that were ap¬ 
parently chosen simply because they 
were not an Atlanta television studio - 
and no less a person than the mayor of 
the city was dispatched to fetch him.) 

So far the television station has taken 
the rap for the indignity, but it doesn’t 
seem so coincidental that around the 
same time the GOP chairperson and other 
party bigwigs started saying out loud that 
lesser candidates should just get the hell 
out of Bob Dole’s way. Whose decision 
was it, ultimately, that Keyes would not 
get a fair shot at Georgia delegates on 
“Junior Tuesday” primary day? The 
world may never know. 

But this we do know, thanks to the 
Keyes escapade: being able to spout the 
rhetoric is still not enough - as it has 
never been enough - to get equality 
among Republicans. Whether the person 
in question is a black Republican or a gay 
Republican or a pro-choice Republican, 
the party’s “big tent” is still too small for 
inclusion, and shrinking every day. So 
the gay people we see sucking up to Dole 
and Buchanan (heavens, what an awful 
image that conjures up!) are in for the 
same kind of nasty shock Keyes got. 

But if the day does come when they, 
too, are dragged away, we can guarantee 
they’re npt going to see the mayor. The 
only things they’ll have in common with 
Keyes will be the cuffs, that blank look of 
betrayal, and the awful realization that all 
that ass-kissing was in vain. ▼

Hate Crimes

San Bruno Jail 

■ I s I lay reading, passing the time like 
= most men here do, I hear a click and 
JH then a clang - the sound letting me 
know the gate to the administrative 
segregation is being opened. The sound comes 
at an unusual time, so I crane forward to see 
who enters. Immediately I recognize Cuba, a 
flamboyant crossdresser from San Francisco, 
followed by three guards. I can see that she’s 
cuffed as she’s ushered to an open cell. As the 
guards follow, the sound of keys upon keys jin¬ 
gle to a halt, leaving the sector quiet except for 
the crackle of the radios mounted upon the 
deputies’ shoulders. 

Only after the cell door has been closed do 
the guards remove the handcuffs. Turning 
away, they leave it all behind, looking out of 
the bars at all of the inmates in Ad-Seg. I hear 
a distant metallic slam from down the long cor¬ 
ridor letting me know the guards are gone. 

In jail you learn to discern sounds, and what 
they mean, very well. 

As soon as the guards leave the heckling 
begins. Cuba has no teeth, which only adds to 
her age - making her appear 20 years older 
than her 40 years, but I can’t be sure. I snicker 
to myself, because I couldn’t stand the sight or 
sound of her while being housed together on 3- 
south weeks ago: the only segregated housing 
for gays at San Bruno County Jail #3. Where¬ 
as I was for the most part quiet, she was some¬ 
what loud - myself slightly tortured toward 
men; herself so very upfront. I didn’t speak 
Spanish, she didn’t speak English. To make a 
long story short we weren’t the best of friends. 

Cuba and I do have one thing in common, 
though. We both have the AIDS virus. I’m not 
sure how long Cuba’s had it, but I’ve been pos¬ 
itive for 13 years now. 

But I sat snickering as the catcalls and in¬ 
sults began, knowing that Cuba’s incarceration 
just became more difficult. Soon I was to know 
just how difficult her time was. 

As day one for her went by I was still some¬ 
what smug as the others spoke among them¬ 
selves about Cuba, but not talking to her much 
except maybe to insult her. I feel odd, though, 
seeing that I’m gay but partially accepted since 
I’m more masculine acting. I’ve done a lot of 
time (for buying, peddling, or possessing 
drugs; nothing else) and have learned a lot of 
do’s and don’ts about being a gay in jail. 

At the beginning of day two I’m still laugh¬ 
ing inside but not as much, for by now a few 
homophobic things have been said by others in 
Ad-Seg that offended me. The others now have 
been ranting and raving because pf Cuba’s 
very forward expressions. 

By day three I’m on the verge of speaking 
up in defense of my one-time rival. Nobody 
should have to suffer through this shit. Being 
cut-down, degraded, insulted, back-bitten, 
hated, and physically assaulted day in and day 
out. I see my error clearly as I overhear one of 
the others speaking of a time he squirted a mix¬ 
ture of urine and feces at Cuba from an old 
shampoo bottle, right in her face. Not all in¬ 
mates in here are this cruel, but enough are to 
make me see that this lack of concern for the 
gay community undoubtedly constitutes cruel 
and inhuman punishment. 

All kinds of incidents have occurred since 
the de-classification and desegregation of gay 
people within this system, ranging from extor¬ 
tion to multiple assaults. One gay boy was as¬ 
saulted time after time before he was housed 
back on 3-south. He would be assaulted on one 
straight tier to be rehoused on another straight 
tier to be assaulted again, only to be rehoused 
on yet another straight tier to be assaulted yet 
again. 

Each incident alone doesn’t appear to be 
much at all except a simple jailhouse fight, 
which occurs often here. But looked at all to¬ 
gether from a distance, this circumstance has 
all the appearance of a hate crime. 

Looking at things from this point of view it 
looks as if We The People are indirectly but ef¬ 
fectively using the system (inmates included) 
to exact some kind of mass gay bashing. ▼

Service dogs 

PWAs who are legally disabled, or any disabled 
person who has or wants to have a dog, should know 
that the Americans with Disabilities Act includes an 
“emotional support” qualification for service dogs. 
My dog is not a “pet,” she is a “service dog.” There¬ 
fore a “no pets” building rule or policy does not apply 
to her. The $300 deposit required for pets in my build¬ 
ing does not apply to service dogs. By federal law I 
may take my dog wherever the general public is ac¬ 
cepted. Public transport at no extra cost, including air¬ 
planes, where she may not be separated from me, 
restaurants, public buildings, hospitals, doctors’ of¬ 
fices, etc. She has the same rights as blind persons’ 
guide dogs, and hearing impaired persons’ dogs (see 
the list on Muni buses). 

My dog is my primary support person “to prevent 
social isolation and depression.” Persons with dis¬ 
abling HIV should know this. By law no one may con¬ 
test her status. If asked, I need only reply that she is a 
service dog and be able to prove, by social security 
print-out or medical certificate, that I am disabled. 
This is state, federal and municipal law. Sen. Marks’s 
bill pertaining to this passed into law in 1994, which 
also provides for distinctive license tags (as yet unde¬ 
cided about color and shape!) for such animals. When 
those tags are available, no one will be able to chal¬ 
lenge you and your dog’s access to public areas, nor 
can landlords restrict them with no pets policies or de¬ 
posits. Your animal’s status will be visible. 

As the law now stands, you need only state that 
your dog is a “service dog,” with proof of disability if 
required. No one may challenge this or ask the nature 
of your disability, as clearly stated in the ADA. 

Bow wow to you all!

Conduct unbecoming

ing the passing of my roommate, Daniel Bonner 
[“Coroner Holds PWA’s Body Over Possession of 
Pot,” February 15]. I’m sure he is also proud that your 
newspaper would print such a story, so that the gay, 
lesbian, and straight people of San Francisco are now 
aware of the inhumane treatment that the indigent 
dead or any other deceased person can suffer at the 
hands of people like [Medical Examiner] Dr. Boyd 
Stephens and [Administrative Coroner Herb] Hawley, 
whose outdated policies are totally unacceptable to 
the citizens of this great city, no matter who they are. 

I would like to respond to some of the comments 
made by Mr. Hawley, which are pure fabrications of a 
typical bureaucratic cover-up. 

1. ) Mr. Hawley states that the body was released to 
me shortly after I told the investigator that I held the 
Durable Power of Attorney (DPOA). This is a bold 
fabrication on his part. I informed the inspector when 
he entered the premises that I held the DPOA, not 
after the humiliating search of Daniel’s possessions 
began. The body was not released to me “shortly 
thereafter,” but rather after several phone calls to 
Daniel’s doctor, his VNH nurse, two to Mr. Hawley, 
who then called Dr. Stephens. All this took about two 
hours, I certainly would not call that shortly. 

2. ) I did not try to conceal the pot, but I was called 
a liar by Dr. Stephens. No one asked me if Daniel was 
smoking pot for medical reasons. If Mr. Hawley and 
Dr. Stephens are so against the use of pot for medical 
reasons, why don’t they summon the police to the 
Cannabis Club? The answer to this is that they would 
be stirring up a hornet’s nest in which they would be 
severely stung, and I’m sure Willie Brown would 
have heads rolling at City Hall. 

So instead of hassling the Buyers Club, they come 
into a home where grief-stricken people are coping 
with the loss of a friend or loved one. Their arrival and 
actions just add more grief and sorrow and are totally 
humiliating, so a death with dignity and love turns 
into a nightmare. 

3. ) It seems to me the Medical Examiner’s office 
would have the capability to check on people’s assets 
and worth through the use of a computer. Or perhaps 
their department has never heard of computers and the 
miracles of modem technology, or perhaps they are 
not educated enough to know how to run one. So why 
in this modem age of the computer do they have to vi¬ 
olate citizens’ constitutional rights, especially when 
they were notified of the death by a VNH nurse, and 
then enter a home without a warrant. Suppose, Dr. 
Stephens and Mr. Hawley, that my friend had been 
wearing a gold chain with a crucifix on it, would you 
have taken this item to a pawn shop or auction to be 
sold to pay for his cremation, how would you dispose 
of such a religious article? 

4. ) Dr. Stephens and Mr. Hawley, what would have 
become of Daniel’s body had I refused to allow a 
search without a search warrant? Would you have left 
Daniel’s body lying in his bed to rot, or perhaps toss 
it on the street as they did in medieval times? 

5. ) How dare you or anyone in your department 
threaten our VNH nurse for not reporting illicit drugs, 
namely pot. This lady is one of the most compassion¬ 
ate and caring persons I have ever had the honor to 
meet. It was through her help and guidance that I was 
able to keep Daniel at home until he passed away. 

Get a grip on reality, guys, and don’t try and play 
the tough bureaucrats, because that type of behavior 
does not sit well with any of the citizens of this pro¬ 
gressive and humane city, especially, I hope, the 
mayor. 

6. ) Why don’t you inform people like Celi Adams, 
President of Home Care Companions, of your policies 
so that your out-dated policies can be discussed in 
their class, which I have taken. 

7. ) Mr. Hawley was quoted as saying to the B.A.R., 
“There is a vast difference between a little marijuana 
and a little heroin.” What bothers me is why was this 
connection made in regards to Daniel’s situation. We 
are talking about pot being found in his room, not 
heroin, or are you just grasping at straws to cover up 
the travesties that your office has become known for?

Preposterous charges 

It appears that we have been once again treated to 
one of Dennis Conkin’s malicious hit pieces on a re¬ 
spected community figure. He now sees fit to assassi¬ 
nate the character of Anthony DiGenova, founder and 
20-year board member of the Girth & Mirth Club of 
San Francisco. 

In his article, involving a landlord-tenant eviction 
dispute between DiGenova and one of his tenants 
which is pending in the courts and in due course will 
be resolved there, Conkin strongly suggests that 
DiGenova is an anti-PWA bigot who commenced 
eviction proceedings because the tenant is a PWA. 

I will not comment on the merits of the landlord- 
tenant dispute, which should be tried in the courts and 
not the newspapers, other than to note that it might 
have been nice had Conkin bothered to contact 
DiGenova for his side before writing the article. 

However, as a fellow board member of Girth & 
Mirth of San Francisco, and as the club’s newsletter 
editor, I know DiGenova well, and I can personally at¬ 
test to the absolute absurdity of any notion that he is 
biased against persons with AIDS or that he would 
ever discriminate against anyone with AIDS. Anyone 
who knows DiGenova knows how preposterous any 
such charge is. 

DiGenova has many, many close personal friends 
who have AIDS and whose lovers have AIDS. Just 
one notable example is AIDS activist Cliff Wilson, 
who recently died of AIDS and who for several 
decades was not only DiGenova’s closest personal 
friend but also shared DiGenova’s home for many 
years. Wilson had AIDS for many years and received 
extensive emotional support from DiGenova. Wilson 
was one of the co-founders of Girth & Mirth of San 
Francisco, together with DiGenova; Wilson was one 
of the club’s incorporators; and Wilson served as an 
officer and board member of the club for many years 
in close conjunction with DiGenova. 

In November 1995 Wilson, who at that time was 
terminally ill, was publicly honored by the City of 
Hayward for his long years of AIDS activism in the 
East Bay (see B.A.R. 11/9/95). At DiGenova’s express 
urging, our club’s newsletter prominently covered this 
event and congratulated Wilson for his achievements. 
In December 1995, after Wilson died, DiGenova per¬ 
sonally wrote a moving eulogy of Wilson which was 
published in our club’s newsletter. DiGenova is per¬ 
sonally purchasing the headstone memorial for Wil¬ 
son out of his own pocket. This is someone who is bi¬ 
ased against PWAs? Give me a break! 

As an additional example of how absurd the charge 
of AIDS discrimination is, the Girth & Mirth Club of 
San Francisco is hosting a multi-state bigmens’ con¬ 
ference on June 27-30, 1996, and he was insistent that 
we include a seminar and workshop on AIDS health 
issues, treatment, and prevention. This is someone 
who is biased against PWAs? That is laughable. 

DiGenova knows discrimination all too well to be 
a discriminator. In the 1950s when he was a teacher he 
won a landmark court case against a school district 
who had fired him solely because he was gay, a case 
that set a precedent for the rights of gay schoolteach¬ 
ers throughout the state. He has been an active sup¬ 
porter of the Girth & Mirth Club of San Francisco for 
over 20 years - a club which, contrary to Conkin’s as¬ 
sertion, is not for “erotic” admirers of anybody, but 
rather is a nonsexual social club for large men and 
those who like large men, which is designed to pro¬ 
vide social opportunities for a group which is heavily 
discriminated against in the gay community at large.

Grave concerns on Cytolin 

ACT UP/Golden Gate’s recent promotion piece on 
the experimental mouse monoclonal antibody Cytolin 
(“What’s Up with Cytolin,” February 22) failed to 
strongly stress the potential harm associated with the 
use of this drug. 

Furthermore, the article neglected to acknowledge 
the outpouring of skepticism about the underlying 
theory upon which the compound’s mode of action is 
based. In fact, recent cries of caution issued to the 
HIV-infected by virologists and immunologists from 
San Francisco’s own AIDS research community were 
noticeably absent from the treatment column. 

What follows is the text of a public Internet post¬ 
ing that recently appeared on the USENET moderated 
newsgroup sci.med.aids. It documents the possible 
hazards of this experimental agent and offers PWAs a 
more objective information lead on Cytolin than sim¬ 
ply the phone number of the drug’s manufacturer. 

People considering Cytolin therapy should be 
aware that immunologists not involved in the devel¬ 
opment and testing of this monoclonal antibody have 
expressed grave concerns about its potentially harm¬ 
ful effects in people with HIV. These concerns are doc¬ 
umented in the minutes of a meeting of the Communi¬ 
ty Consortium in San Francisco on July 19, 1995. The 
minutes, written by Dr. Donald Abrams of the AIDS 
Program at San Franciscd General Hospital (SFGH), 
report the proceedings of a meeting in which Allen D. 
Allen of CytoDyn, the developer of Cytolin, spoke. 

Two noted immunologists at the meeting, Dr. Mike 
McGrath of the AIDS Program at SFGH, and Dr. 
Mike McCune of the Gladstone Institute of Virology 
and Immunology at SFGH, maintained that the CD8 
cell adhesion molecules that Cytolin binds to are “in¬ 
tegral to the functioning of the immune system. ” Dr. 
McGrath pointed out that expression of these mole¬ 
cules on CD8 cells “is critical for keeping Epstein- 
Barr virus infected B cells under control. ” Blocking 
that interaction, he said, could promote lymphoma, 
which often affects people in the later stage of HIV in¬ 
fection. 

According to the minutes of the meeting, “chronic 
use [of Cytolin] may promote expanded viral infec¬ 
tions in vivo as well as increase the likelihood of a 
cancer outgrowth, in Dr. McGrath’s estimation. ’’ 
Allen’s defense was that “immune adhesions are like 
the veriform appendix - not absolutely needed in 
adults. ” 

Dr. McCune continued to have difficulty accepting 
this explanation and questioned the logic behind the 
whole therapeutic approach.

Assaultive behavior 

[An open letter to the new leadership of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian/ Gay/ Bisexual Democratic Club:] 

This is to inform you of our collective outrage at 
the assault on Martha Knutzen by the Club’s Treasur¬ 
er, Ted Knapp, at the Labor Caucus meeting of Febru¬ 
ary 2, 1996. 

The assault went as follows, according to Martha 
and Fran and multiple eyewitness accounts of those 
who came to Martha and Fran’s aid: 

As Martha and her partner Fran were attempting to 
leave the contentious meeting in which Mr. Knapp 
personally attacked Martha’s motives, Mr. Knapp ran 
around Martha and Fran as they passed him to leave, 
and he blocked their exit by standing in the threshold 
of the doorway, continuing to attack Martha verbally. 
Mr. Knapp then moved aggressively toward Martha 
and was blocked by Fran (who was pushed aside) and 
continued lunging and yelling at Martha even though 
he was being restrained by two male bystanders. 

Moreover, Mr. Knapp issued an apology because 
he “spoke forcefully to [Martha] which threatened 
[her] personal space.” He failed to even mention his 
assault on Martha. His apology stated he was imme¬ 
diately embarrassed by his behavior yet his letter of 
apology was dated nine days after the assault. 

This hostile behavior and the response by the 
Club’s leadership is unconscionable. It leads us to be¬ 
lieve that the safety and active participation of mem¬ 
bers - especially that of women - is not protected and 
supported by the Club’s leadership. 

After serious consideration, we call for the resig¬ 
nation of Mr. Knapp as a sure sign from the leadership 
that it will Finally take a Zero Tolerance policy toward 
outrageous, violent behavior. 

Additionally, we call for a public apology from 
Club President Jeff Sheehy for his own verbal attacks 
on the motives of Club members at the Labor Caucus 
meeting, which allowed the meeting to degenerate, re¬ 
sulting in Mr. Knapp’s assaultive behavior.

Dole Without a Cause 


ith the GOP presiden¬ 
tial picture changing 
i weekly (sometimes 
' even daily), it now 

looks that, thanks to his impres¬ 
sive South Carolina win last Sat¬ 
urday, if any of the GOP hopefuls 
goes into the August convention 
with the nomination locked up, it 
will be Kansas Senator Bob Dole, 
the Grand Old Man of the Grand 
Old Party.

Buchanan has shaken the Re¬ 
publican Party to its core, and no 
effort will now be spared to push 
Lamar Alexander and two aster¬ 
isks in the race. Bob Dornan and 
Richard Lugar, out of the run¬ 
ning ASAP. This will be done so 
that the GOP can "be “saved” from 
the fire-breathing Buchanan, the 
anti-gay, anti-immigration, anti¬ 
woman (he once wrote that femi¬ 
nists were little more than “harri¬ 
dans wielding the castrator’s 
knife”) isolationist, who also has 
no love lost for the nation’s Jews 
and African-Americans. 

The Republican powers-that- 
be know all too well that 
Buchanan spells certain massive

On CBS’s March 3 60Minutes, 
another GOP presidential hopeful, 
Steve Forbes, brushed aside ques¬ 
tions about his late father’s homo¬ 
sexuality by replying, “My father 
had his life.

Palm Springs area Congress¬ 
man Sonny Bono still is not happy 
with the openly lesbian lifestyle of 
grown daughter Chastity. “It’s not 
my favorite thing that she’s a les¬ 
bian,” Bono told USA Today re¬ 
cently, adding that “as a father, you 
want your kids to marry, have chil¬ 
dren, but still parents have to un¬ 
derstand that if your kid isn’t you, 
don’t blame the kid.”

Someone at Th’ Day Job al¬ 
most got a friend to go with her to 
Ratdog and the Nevilles, but did¬ 
n’t. So, before picking up the 
Demon, I went down to Peralta 
Park, between Lake Merritt and 
the estuary channel, where I found 
the usual suspects: Deadheads, 
lots of them. Not enough to fill the 
Oakland Coliseum instead of the 
Kaiser Center - I guess the cult of 


Jerry was bigger than the ensem¬ 
ble’s ability to find a groove and 
cook - but enough to sell my tick¬ 
ets for face value plus BASS and 
break even. 

It was a good news/bad news 
situation: there were friendly peo¬ 
ple eager to chat about various 
bands, but also a number of retro 
downwardly-mobile types looking 
to score that “miracle” free ticket I 
couldn’t afford to give away. Of 
the people selling veggie food, tie- 
dye and memorabilia of various 
usefulness or just hanging out, 
some were obviously still follow¬ 
ing that vision of love, expanded 
consciousness and good times 
with kindred spirits. Others re¬ 
minded me of a cargo cult: wear¬ 
ing the costumes and play-acting 
out the trappings of a dream in 
hopes the magic would arrive, in¬ 
stead of realizing the music is just 
an excuse for bringing forth the 
magic from within. Finding the 
real love children in a Deadhead 
crowd is like cruising: you make 
eye contact and smile, because 
you know you both know what the 
magic is. 

Wall-to-wall women 

Filled with that bittersweet 
feeling of loving the music but 
knowing better than to abandon 
myself to being one with the entire 
crowd, I went home, got dressed 
(black western shirt, long black 
leather skirt and those over-the- 
ankle, high-heeled miniboots), 
picked up the Demon, and headed 
off to the Paramount Theatre, with 
its pulsing neon marquee and sto- 
ries-high murals. 

I was surprised that the crowd 
at Oakland’s stunningly beautiful 
temple to Art Deco wasn’t 90 per¬ 
cent female - more like 95 per¬ 
cent. The crowd seemed friendlier 
and more relaxed, too - less of 
that cliquey, false in-crowd nose 
up in the air, this is my one night 
to go out and be gay in public 
bravado that can make a large col¬ 
lection of lesbians in one spot feel 
less welcoming and warm fuzzy- 
ish than one might expect (at least 
Deadhead crowds can be counted 
on to feel inclusive). I guess I’m 
“privileged” - being among that 
many lesbians in a public venue is 
old hat. 


Consistent with the lesbian 
theme, I found myself seated next 
to that cute little biotechie from 
Texas in whom I’d had a bit of an 
interest last year. In vain - she got 
involved with someone wilder in 
that drinks and dance music on a 
Saturday night way. There was no 
weirdness, just a touch of irony; 
when she and the girlfriend left be¬ 
fore the encore, we went bye sweet¬ 
ie, great to see you, take care, kiss 
kiss pretty much in unison. In be¬ 
tween, it was a mellow evening 
with the lesbian national chanteuse. 

A little too mellow, actually; 
k.d. entertained spectacularly, but 
damned if the usually unreliable 
Joel Selvin hadn’t been right 
about her playing to the adoring 
audience more than pulling up 
passion from the depths of her 
being. Of course. I’d heard she’s 
feeling somewhat disillusioned 
with the trappings of fame, espe¬ 
cially after that Welcome to Con¬ 
sort, Birthplace of k.d. lang sign 
got vandalized. And in a recent 
South Bank Show cable feature, 
she said the PETA people had re¬ 
ally pushed her, when she made 
their anti-carnivore commercial, 
to say she knew how gross the 
beef production process is because 
she grew up in ranch country. 

It gave me the impression 
she’d been goaded on by supposed 
comrades who really wanted to 
exploit her for her fame, putting 
stronger words in her mouth than 
she might have had for the home 
folks. Treated like raw meat by 
your militant vegetarian friends - 
that’s got to hurt! 

I did enjoy the show, very 
much - but couldn’t shake the 
feeling of wishing I’d been able to 
see k.d. and dance and grin like a 
Mardi Gras maniac. (Queer Dead- 
headmeister Layne’s review: 
smoking till halfway into Ratdog’s 
second set; it was the crowd that 
made it magical. Cool - we can 
keep the vibe going!) Funny, but 
last year’s Dead Mardi Gras and 
k.d.’s Ingenue tour show both left 
me blissfully fulfilled; this year, I 
felt yeah, yummy, but it could 
have been something more. 
Damned funny thing, this being 
human - ecstasy can sate the cu¬ 
riosity, but the curiosity keeps 
coming back for more. T

SF Gay Labor Group 
Takes New Name

In an effort to reflect its inclu¬ 
sive gender and sexual orientation 
policies, the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian and Gay Labor Alliance has 
formally changed its name to 
“Pride At Work/San Francisco 
Bay Area.” 

The group will be subtitled 
“The Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender Labor Organization” 
on all official letterhead and docu¬ 
ments, according to the group’s 
newly elected co-chair Nancy 
Wohlforth. 

“Our organization includes 
members from around the Bay 
Area, so we wanted a name that 
better reflects our membership in 
Alameda and the South Bay,” said 
Wohlforth, a labor activist and 
member of Office and Profession¬ 
al Employees International Union 
Local 3. 

The group’s co-chair is 
Howard Wallace, an organizer for 
Service Employees International 
Union, Local 250. Longtime labor 
activist Vince Quackenbush of 
SEIU Local 14 was elected as vice 
chair. Leslie Manning of Team¬ 
ster’s Local 921 was elected trea¬ 
surer, and Larry Dow of SEIU 
Local 535 was chosen as secretary 
for the local chapter. 

With a membership of 50,

Quackenbush said that for the 
“last couple of years” there have 
been calls within the group for the 
pioneering activist group to 
change its name. 

The new national Pride at Work 
organization, with which the for¬ 
mer LGLA is now associated, was 
founded on the 25th anniversary of 
the Stonewall Rebellion in 1994. 

The Lesbian and Gay Labor 
Alliance was active in the 1970s 
Coors Boycott, which started after 


revelations that the brewery was 
linked to right-wing causes and 
discriminated against gay appli¬ 
cants, according to Quackenbush. 
Wallace and the legendary Harvey 
Milk successfully launched the 
boycott of the product in the les¬ 
bian and gay community. 

The group was involved in the 
1993 effort to convince the power¬ 
ful AFL-CIO to extend its existing 
non-discrimination policies to in¬ 
clude “civil rights for all persons 
without regard to sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” The AFL-CIO urged its af¬ 
filiated bodies to “take an active 
role in opposing [ballot] measures 
which reduce the rights of people 
based on sexual orientation.” 

Pride At Work/SF Bay Area 
will hold a second conference 
June 27-June 29 this year at the 
Health Care Workers Union, 
Local 250 of the SEIU, located at 
560 20th Street in Oakland. 

Agenda items will include In¬ 
ternet organizing; unionizing non¬ 
profit agencies in the gay commu¬ 
nity; and forming gay, lesbian and 
bisexual committees in unions; 
plus workshops on bargaining for 
equal rights and benefits. T

Friendly Skies Blame 
Unions For Gay- 
Unfriendly Policies

Chicago-based United Airlines 
recently announced it has become 
the official air carrier for the 
NAMES Project’s AIDS Quilt, 
and has made bereaved domestic 
partners eligible for its lower-cost 
emergency travel. But although 
the measures indicate a commit¬ 
ment to gay and lesbian cus¬ 
tomers, the founder of a gay and 
lesbian employees group at the 
airline says the company needs to 
take a look inside. 

David Tomb, a reservations 
agent in the Los Angeles office, 
had his own reservations as he ac¬ 
knowledged the gestures are en¬ 
couraging signs at United. “I think 
it’s a good sign that a meaningful 
dialogue is possible,” he told the 
B.A.R. “We have yet to start a 
meaningful dialogue with the com¬ 
pany, but this is a good gesture.” 

Unfortunately, he said, the 
same kind of family emergency 
benefits extended towards a cus¬ 
tomer’s domestic partner would 
not apply to an employee’s part¬ 


ner, nor is there any paid bereave¬ 
ment leave for domestic partners. 

A United company spokesper¬ 
son confirmed to the B.A.R. the 
company recently decided against 
instituting domestic partnership 
benefits, a decision he blamed 
upon the expense of renegotiating 
union contracts. 

Regarding the disparity. Tomb 
commented, “It is entirely appro¬ 
priate that the world’s largest em¬ 
ployee-owned company strive to 
meet the needs of its diverse em¬ 
ployees. Diversity is something 
we as an airline have been pro¬ 
fessing for a long time now. Isn’t 
it time we privately practice what 
we publicly preach?” 

Tomb said the newly-formed 
group “United At United,” which 
now has about 100 members, will 
push for domestic partnership 
benefits, diversity/sensitivity 
training, AIDS awareness and ed¬ 
ucation, and a human resources 
policy for HIV-positive employ¬ 
ees at the airline. 

United’s new public commit¬ 
ment to the Names Project and be¬ 


reaved domestic partners comes in 
the wake of an unsuccessful but 
embarrassing lawsuit by two HIV¬ 
positive former company pilots. 
Christopher Prilliman and Paul 
Rafalowski filed a discrimination 
lawsuit against United, which they 
claimed forced them into early re¬ 
tirement at less than full benefits. 
The airline claimed it followed 
Federal Aviation Agency guide¬ 
lines and offered ground jobs to 
both pilots who had developed 
AIDS, a claim both men denied. A 
Los Angeles judge eventually 
threw out the suit. 

Richard Martin, spokesman for 
United Airlines in Chicago, told 
the B.A.R. the company’s HIV¬ 
positive policy is “very, very 
strictly adhered to.” Trainers go 
out into the workplace to train em¬ 
ployees about conditions, focus¬ 
ing on managers, he said. 

“Our policy on HIV is non-dis- 
criminatory in that we treat it like 
any other illness,” he said, “and it 
is no different than if someone had 
cancer or if someone had a broken 
leg.” ▼

GLAAD vs. GLAAD; 
What’s Going On?

ince recently “reorganiz¬ 
ing,” the new 
“GLAAD/National” of¬ 
fices - located in New 
York, L.A., and Washington, DC - 
have bent over backwards to sell 
out the queer community. The new 
powers-that-be have fired people 
of color, issued racist press releas¬ 
es, refused to address transgender 
issues, and cooperated in the cor¬ 
porate oppression of queer youth 
voices (through the Internet). The 
list could (and does) go on and on. 

With a million dollar budget, it 
seems that what GLAAD/National 
lacks is not funds, but integrity. 
Apparently, homophobes can buy 
their way out of public criticism. 

Most recently, the national 
staff advised GLAAD/San Fran¬ 
cisco that local chapters should 
not criticize folks like Lily Tom¬ 
lin, Liz Smith, or Ellen DeGeneres 
... or anyone else who gives 
money to the National GLAAD 
office (which, by the way, gives 
no funds to local chapters). 

Despite that directive... 

Over the past few decades, 
Lily Tomlin has established her¬ 
self as the archetype of a unique 
closet case - the “conspicuously 
silent” - celebrities who might not 
deny their lesbian or gay identity 
outright, but certainly do nothing 
to affirm either. Instead, they des¬ 
perately evade the issue at every 
turn and are often aided in their 
contortions by journalists, in both 
the queer and mainstream press. 

Most recently, Tomlin’s eva¬ 
sive maneuvers left one outspoken 
gay author - Armistead Maupin - 
feeling “profoundly disappointed 
and slightly used.” Both Maupin 
and Tomlin had worked together 
on the newly-released documen¬ 
tary version of The Celluloid 
Closet, based on Vito Russo’s pio¬ 
neering history of “homosexuality 
in the movies.” According to 
Maupin, he only agreed to write 
the film’s narration - which Tom¬ 
lin delivered - because she led 
him to believe that “she’d use this 
film as a vehicle for coming out.” 
The film is now out, but Tomlin 
isn’t. 

Maupin told the Village Voice 
that, before his death in 1990, Vito 
Russo had specifically indicated 
that “he wanted an out-of-the- 
closet actor to narrate the film. 

“My feeling was it should ei¬ 
ther be an openly gay person or a 
sympathetic straight person,” 
Maupin said. “Instead, I have to 
endure the cruel irony of a film 
called The Celluloid Closet narrat¬ 
ed by a closeted person!” 

As for Tomlin’s “progressive” 
appeal, Maupin advises fans to 
wake up and smell the homopho¬ 
bia: “I’m tired of hearing apolo¬ 
gies from people saying, ‘Well, 
she’s done so much for gay peo¬ 
ple.’ ...Silence about her sexuality 
undermines all her good work and 
it reinforces the notion that homo¬ 
sexuality is something to be toler¬ 
ated, but never discussed. That’s 
not the message I want to send to 
teenagers, nor the message of The 
Celluloid Closet." 

Tomlin’s silence was never 
more deafening, in fact, than on 
February 6 - as she yukked it up at 
a White House press event cele¬ 
brating passage of the anti-gay 
“communications decency” act. 
One local journalist lambasted 
Tomlin’s performance in a column 
aptly titled “Uncle Tomlin?” 
(Susan Gerhard, Bay Guardian, 
Feb. 14). Bob Chatelle, a repre¬ 
sentative of the National Writers 
Union (one of 20 ACLU plaintiffs 
currently challenging the “decen¬ 
cy” act in court), also found the 


performance disturbing - although 
not entirely unexpected. “Given 
Tomlin’s famous ‘discretion’ 
about her own sexual orientation, 

I suppose it’s not surprising that 
she cares so little about censor¬ 
ship,” Chatelle said. “But I find it 
most troubling that she would be 
this callous about the feelings (and 
Constitutional rights) of those of 
us who choose not to hide in our 
closets.” 

Unfortunately, a younger gen¬ 
eration of lesbian and gay actors 
has not been immune to Tomlin’s 
“discretion sickness.” Most no¬ 
table among them, perhaps, is 
Ellen DeGeneres. In interview 
after cagey interview, DeGeneres 
has refused to identify as lesbian - 
asserting her “right to privacy.” 

A recent feature in 7V Guide 
(Feb. 10-16, 1996), the nation’s 
most widely-circulated magazine, 
examined “The Ever Changing 
World of Ellen - And How She 
Runs It.” The reporter - Daniel 
Howard Cerone - panders to a 
journalistic double standard that 
maintains homosexuality as the 
only privacy convention “respect¬ 
ed” by celebrity reporters. 

Cerone quotes DeGeneres, 
who says, “In my life, I’ve found 
that people are really frightened of 
strong women.” He then observes: 
“Perhaps that’s why DeGeneres 
politely refuses to dish up her per¬ 
sonal life for public consumption. 
What she will share: She’s in a 
loving relationship, and she feels 
too selfish right now to take on the 
challenge of motherhood.” 

It appears that DeGeneres actu¬ 
ally refuses to dish up her lesbian¬ 
ism. She apparently has no prob¬ 
lem “dishing up” a host of other 
personal facts for TV Guide's 
readers - from why “I don’t dress 
to show off my body” to “I’m a 
very open-minded, very liberal, 
very strong woman. ... I’m very 
comfortable with who I am.” De¬ 
Generes also states, once more for 
the record: “It’s amazing to me 
that everyone thinks I have a re¬ 
sponsibility to divulge my person¬ 
al life.” 

Of course, demanding one’s 
privacy while parading through 
the popular press - in interview 
after interview - is laughably 
disingenuous. But even if, for a 
moment, the claim could be taken 
seriously, it still suffers from sev¬ 
eral logical faults. Such demands 
for privacy treat sexual identity as 
if it were salacious stuff. Yet ask¬ 
ing Ellen DeGeneres if she is a 
lesbian is not at all the same as 
asking her with whom and how 
she “does it.” 

Internalized homophobia is 
seldom contained, but often exter¬ 
nalized. And whenever celebrities 
are involved, it is typically ampli¬ 
fied - on a massive scale. Whether 
gay public figures have an obliga¬ 
tion to act as “role models” for a 
gay community is, at best, a sec¬ 
ondary concern. What is at issue 
here is whether or not gay public 
figures are acting - however “in¬ 
advertently” - as role models for 
homophobes. 

Indeed, the “privacy” rights 
typically claimed by closeted 
celebrities are indistinguishable 
from the “don’t flaunt it” demands 
made by ardent homophobes (who 
insist the solution to homosexuali¬ 
ty is to “just leave it in the bed¬ 
room” or “don’t ask, don’t tell.”) 

Claims about “being discrete” 
demonstrate even less valor. As 
Armistead Maupin asks of closet¬ 
ed gay teachers: “What earthly 
good is your discretion, when 
teenagers are still being murdered 
for the crime of effeminacy?” 

It’s question that ought to be 
asked of closeted celebrities, too. 


For all their undoubted talent, 
Lilly Tomlin and Ellen DeGeneres 
remind us of the many ways that 
silence truly equals death. 

Both Lily Tomlin and Ellen 
DeGeneres will be honored guests 
at the upcoming GLAAD Media 
Awards, orchestrated by the Na¬ 
tional offices. 

• Remind celebrities like 
Tomlin and DeGeneres that 
what the “privacy” they invoke 
conceals most is pride; regularly 
encourage journalists to avoid 
double standards with regard to 
“privacy” and sexual orienta¬ 
tion.

The Late Great 
Alan Turing in a New 
SF-Based Web Site

Alan Turing, an openly gay 
computer genius who lived from 
1912-1954, had a rich and distinc¬ 
tive life. Among other things, he 
founded computer science (1936), 
cracked the German U-boat Enig¬ 
ma cipher during World War II 
(1939-45), led the world in 
schemes for computer software 
(1945-47), and started the Artifi¬ 
cial Intelligence program (1946- 
50) and a non-linear dynamics 
program in biology (1950-54). 

Now Oxford University mathe¬ 
matician Andrew Hodges, the au¬ 
thor of the definitive biography 
Alan Turing: the Enigma , has cre¬ 
ated the Alan Turing Home Page 
on the World Wide Web. Actually, 
two sites: one in his native Eng¬ 
land and one that will be in San 
Francisco soon, which will dupli¬ 
cate the original, but load pages 
faster. 

The Alan Turing Home Page 
contains information from the 
book, a chronology of events and 
the amazing accomplishments in 
Turing’s life, photos and a “scrap¬ 
book.” Hodges’s intent is to bring 
attention to a gay man of singular 
achievement, potential, and 


tragedy. As he put it, “Turing was 
the originator of the computer as 
we understand it now. He was also 
(like me) an open gay man. In 
1952 he was arrested and although 
unrepentant at his trial had to sub¬ 
mit to humiliating treatment with 
[Estrogen] hormones to avoid 
going to prison. He found himself 
under watch. 

“In 1954 he ended his life. He 
ate an apple dipped in cyanide.” 

The dramatist Hugh White- 
more used Hodges’s book as the 
basis of his play, Breaking the 
Code. Turing was played by Sir 
Derek Jacobi in London, on 
Broadway, and in Los Angeles. 
Hodges said that “a cut-down ver¬ 
sion of the play has now been 
filmed for BBC television, and 
should appear on the screen later 
this year. It will go a long way on 
the strength of the cast - again 
starring Jacobi, despite his age - 
and now including Prunella Scales 
and Harold Pinter.” 

Hodges isn’t too happy with 
the results, saying that “little 
thought has been given to creating 
a televisual analog of the abstract 
stage set of the play, and I feel lit¬ 
tle enthusiasm for the overall pro¬ 
ject. What I really hope to see is a 


real film based on my book, some¬ 
thing ... true to history but con¬ 
necting with the 1990s and be¬ 
yond.” 

The biography of Alan Turing 
was originally published in 1983, 
simultaneously in the UK by Bur¬ 
nett Books and Hutchinson, and 
here by Simon & Schuster. The 
1992 edition for which Hodges 
wrote a new preface, including 
some new documents, is now in 
print in the UK Vintage paperback 
edition and is distributed through¬ 
out the world except in the U.S.; 
go figure. It can be ordered in the 
Turing Web site, located at 
http://www.wadham.ox.ac.uk/~ah 
odges/Turing.html.

‘Hot Topics’ Serves Up 
AIDS Research Info

The University of California, 
San Francisco Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (CAPS) has 
opened “Hot Topics,” a highly in¬ 
formative new feature on its home 
page, located at 

www.caps.ucff.edu/capsweb. 

The new feature links browsers 
to articles, fact sheets, editorials, 
and comments about AIDS, gay 
and bisexual men, and related is¬ 
sues, both in English and Spanish. 

CAPS is the largest consolidat¬ 
ed research effort in the country 
focusing on the social and behav¬ 
ioral aspects of AIDS prevention 
and early intervention. According 
to a press release, research is con¬ 
ducted locally, nationally, and in¬ 
ternationally. 


The site also features a “Chat 
Line: You Tell Us” where 
browsers can post their own opin¬ 
ions on a particular topic or read 
other people’s responses. 

The question currently posted 
is, “Why do some gay and bisexu¬ 
al men continue to have unsafe 
sex?” Other topics include “What 
are gay men’s HIV prevention 
needs?” Links in each document 
can take people directly to the ori¬ 
gins of the research, facts, and fig¬ 
ures presented. 

“For the future of prevention 
efforts in our community, we need 
to understand what we can do to 
help people stay safe for the long 
run,” said CAPS Director Thomas 
Coates. 

“Rates of HIV infection have 
declined in certain populations. 


but not in others,” Coates said. 
“Young gay and bisexual men, 
gay and bisexual men of color, 
and those who use alcohol and 
other drugs continue to be at high 
and increasing risk for HIV infec¬ 
tion.” 

Hot Topics also includes a full 
text copy of Ron Stall’s article, 
“How to Lose the Fight Against 
AIDS Among Gay Men: Declare 
Victory and Leave the Field,” and 
fact sheets on how prevention 
does make a difference. 

CAPS also conducts ethical 
studies and policy analyses of 
AIDS-related issues, provides a 
program of technology transfer 
and exchange with community- 
based organizations, and trains 
U.S. and international scientists in 
AIDS and AIDS prevention. ▼

Marty's Place: 


A Loving Home for the 
Sick and Homeless

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San Francisco in July 1989 to take 
care of his brother, Marty, who 
had “called at a bitter end,” home¬ 
less, addicted to crystal metham- 
phetamine, and suffering from 
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AIDS. After Purcell, a Franciscan, 
got a flat in the Castro - and after 
his brother died there shortly 
thereafter - he found a new focus: 
to give a home to homeless people 
with HIV. 

In 1993 he formed the non¬ 
profit Aurora Dawn Foundation, 
moved to a house at 1165 Treat 
Street in the Mission district, and 
opened up six rooms for homeless 
people with HIV called “Marty’s 
Place.” The residents contribute a 
third of their income to cover the 
expenses of the house; some of the 
food and all the operating budget 
is privately donated. The founda¬ 
tion receives no funding from the 
church or government. Purcell 
feels that money has too many 
strings attached to it. 

“We wanted to have freedom 
so the board of directors can do 
what they feel is best,” he said. 

“So. far we’ve made it,” he 
added confidently. “We’ve paid 
for the house.” The sturdy brown 
Victorian has a spacious sunny 
living room, dining room, and 
fully equipped kitchen as commu¬ 
nity spaces, and is very warmly 
decorated with stuffed animals 
and other interesting personal 
items. 

“I’m happy,” resident Giovan¬ 
ni Mendieta told the B.A.R. “I’ve 
been here two years.” 

Another second year resident, 
Bruce Gramkan, identified what 
makes him happy at Marty’s 
Place when he said, “The commu¬ 
nity aspect of being together is 
very beneficial; you get that sup¬ 
port and company you need. 
You’re also around people who 
aren’t going to bring you down.” 
He added that the residence con¬ 
nects him with a lot of support, 
and said, “I have a lot of love in 
this house. 

“Any kind of place you go into 
you’re going to have problems, 
but the problems were my own 
fault,” Gramkan said. “I was an 
angry person, very defensive; I 
also had a crystal meth problem. 

“You have problems, but you 
work them out.” 

House rules 

“We have three rules here: you 
have to be homeless or on the 
verge of homelessness, have 
HIV/AIDS, and not be using [ille¬ 
gal drugs],” according to Purcell. 
“But sometimes those are the peo¬ 
ple who need it the most.” He said 


he has had to “give the boot” to 
drug users because “it’s not safe 
for people in the house,” adding 
that some have caused violence in 
the house because they were on 
something. 

“Seeing good people who just 
can’t kick it - so destroyed,” he 
said, shaking his head. 

Purcell said when people come 
to the residence they are often 
very wounded, very fearful and 
very angry. “Some are even hate¬ 
ful. Here they are being affirmed 
and accepted as they are because 
the atmosphere in the house is one 
of loving. Whatever is in them 
that’s just waiting to bloom, 
blooms.” 

Purcell said residents are re¬ 
ferred to Marty’s Place by local 
social service agencies. There is a 
waiting list of 23 people at the 
moment, he said, then sadly added 
that many of those on the list will 
have already passed away by the 
time a space opens. 

Purcell told the B.A.R. his first 
client, Clarence, was a very tall 
and very ill man who was dropped 
off on the doorstep of Marty’s 
Place before it was even ready to 
receive people. “He never spoke,” 
he remembered, “until one day I 
told him that someone was going 
to the store and I asked if he want¬ 
ed anything. He asked for orange 
nail polish. 

“They only had red, and he had 
beautiful long nails,” he recalled, 
and reflected upon the joy his first 
resident felt from looking at his 
freshly polished nails. 

Clarence’s photo sits, with a 
dozen others, on a mantelpiece to 
commemorate the 13 young men 
who have died at Marty’s Place 
since it opened. When prompted, 
Purcell describes some of them as 
“hellions” and others as “sweet¬ 
hearts.” 

Memorial services for their de¬ 
ceased are held inside the home, 
and some of the ashes are taken to 
an Indian Reservation in Arizona. 

Purcell came up with the name 
for the foundation - Aurora mean¬ 
ing “dawn” in Spanish - early one 
morning overlooking the San 
Francisco sky. “It’s not the end of 
life,” he said of the residence. 
“This is the beginning.” 

The foundation is looking into 
opening a residence for homeless 
women with AIDS in the building 
next door, which is going up for 
sale this spring. ▼

Alameda AIDS Chief Suspended

The Alameda County AIDS 
Office director for the past five 
years, Eugene Richards, has been 
replaced in a massive shake-up of 
the county Public Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

Richards has been transferred 
to another position inside the Pub¬ 
lic Health Department, with AIDS 
Office Fiscal Director Barry 
Brinkley assuming the duties of 
interim director, according to Pub¬ 
lic Health Department Director 
Arnold Perkins. 

According to internal memos 
obtained by the B.A.R ., the reorga¬ 
nization will place the Office of 
AIDS Administration under the 
jurisdiction of another depart¬ 
ment, Communicable Diseases. 


There will be no funding decrease, 
but the change will take effect 
much sooner than the 18-month 
transition period proposed by 
Richards. He was notified by 
Perkins on February 28 that he 
was being suspended and placed 
on 30 days unpaid leave of ab¬ 
sence for inefficiency and neglect 
of duty. 

The action stemmed from 
Richards’s refusal to provide a 
transition plan to Perkins for the 
reorganization. The B.A.R. was 
unable to reach Richards by 
presstime. 

Perkins told the B.A.R. that a 
permanent replacement will be 
found through an open hiring 
process, which will include hold¬ 
ing public fonlms to get commu¬ 
nity-wide input. As for the reorga-

years ago, with encouraging re¬ 
sults. Unfortunately, according to 
a spokesperson for the Female 
Health Company, the company 
president was told at an FDA 
panel meeting two years later, 
“Because sodomy is illegal in 
many states, we cannot support an 
anal condom.” 

According to Richard Sorian, a 
press representative in the office 
of national AIDS Czar Patsy 
Fleming, after the panel’s state¬ 
ment was reported in the B.A.R., 
his boss “made inquiries to the 
FDA and the Department of 
Health and Human Services, and 
they are being pursued. 

“What happened five years ago 
is hard to find out,” he acknowl¬ 
edged, “but we’re looking for the 
transcripts, and looking at who was 
involved in making those decisions. 

“Anal intercourse is not some¬ 
thing. we see as taboo,” he said. 
“It’s actively looked into.” 

Some of the advantages of in¬ 
ternal condoms, according to 
Steve Gibson of the Stop AIDS 
Project, are that “it is stronger 
than latex, tops prefer it because it 
is less constrictive, it’s another 
option for people who are allergic 
to latex or have a problem with 


condom size, and it has greater 
surface area protection.” Also, 
users say, because it is worn by 
bottoms it increases safer sex con¬ 
trol for those men; it can be put 
into place hours before sex, which 
reduces fumbling just before in¬ 
sertion, and also provides long- 
lasting protection to men who 
may get so high over the course of 
the evening their judgment fails; 
and it can be used with any lubri¬ 
cant. 

Virtually everyone, from Katz 
to Ammiano to Sorian to the com¬ 
pany spokesperson, admits the de¬ 
vice needs further testing. Ben 
Schatz, who sits on the Presiden¬ 
tial Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS and is executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association, agreed that 
Phase II and III tests are in order, 
and that San Francisco is a likely 
place for those tests to take place 
- but said it is up to the Female 
Health Company, not the city, to 
initiate them as soon as possible. 

“Every indication I’ve gotten 
from HHS is that they’re open to 
the concept of testing internal con¬ 
doms for anal usage,” he said. 
“Once the FDA is open, then it’s up 
to the manufacturer. Many of us 
want to see research done on its ap¬ 
plicability and effectiveness for 
anal use, but you can’t force a 
manufacturer to test a product.” ▼ 


nization, which will place AIDS 
programming in the hands of nee¬ 
dle exchange proponent Dr. Bar¬ 
bara Allen, Perkins said his office 
will meet with representatives of 
the entire East Bay AIDS commu¬ 
nity, including the AIDS Advisory 
Board and-the Ryan White Title I 
Planning Council. 

Opinions in the community re¬ 
mained deeply divided, however. 

In a March 1 letter to Alameda 
County Supervisor Mary King, an 
unknown number of staff mem¬ 
bers inside the offices, located at 
1970 Broadway Avenue in down¬ 
town Oakland, expressed their 
disagreement with the decision. 
They called for a longer transition 
period, including Richards’ rein¬ 
statement. 

Reverend Yvette Flunder, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Ark of Refuge, 
told the B.A.R., “It didn’t have to 
be this way. If this process had 
been really inclusive, there would 
have been both support and buy- 
in.” Contract applications are 


being disrupted while the prob¬ 
lems are ironed out, she said. 

However, ACT UP/East Bay’s 
John Iversen had nothing but en¬ 
couraging words for Richards’s 
exit from the AIDS Office. “Hope¬ 
fully the cronyism and the fa¬ 
voritism will end. A year ago we 
did a petition signed by over 90 
people with HIV that there were 
problems with the AIDS Office. 
That made Arnold Perkins aware 
at least that a lot of people were 
dissatisfied, and I’m glad that he 
finally took some action.” 

Iversen commented that the re¬ 
organization will not be seen as a 
problem by the East Bay AIDS 
community, so long as the Ryan 
White maintenance of effort 
agreement is maintained and no 
front-line services are reduced. 
The Public Health Department has 
vowed not to cut funding in its an¬ 
nounced changes. 

Echoing these concerns was 
AIDS Project of the East Bay Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Valerie Papaya- 


Mann, who was elected chair of 
Ryan White Title I Planning 
Council. “As an executive director 
of the largest service provider in 
Alameda County, my primary 
concern is that we provide the best 
quality services to people with 
AIDS that we’re able to,” she said. 
“It is not clear at this point if the 
reorganization would enhance our 
ability to do that or whether it will 
hamper our ability.” 

One of the expressed concerns 
with a more diffuse delivery sys¬ 
tem of HIV/AIDS prevention and 
treatment services is a lowered 
visibility. Iversen commented that 
that is already a problem with 
Richards. “Eugene has no support 
in the broad AIDS community,” he 
said. “I would hope they would go 
outside the office and bring some¬ 
one with a new fresh perspective 
in,” particularly someone who has 
strong community support. 

“Someone who knows people 
with AIDS and someone who 
knows the epidemic,” he said. T 
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bid, he will become the second 
openly lesbian and gay San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court judge elected 
in history. Longtime lesbian com¬ 
munity leader and advocate Judge 
Donna Hitchens - who has en¬ 
dorsed McCarthy - was the first. 

Out of 1,554 members of the 
California judiciary, there are only 
four openly lesbian or gay judges 
in all, and McCarthy says that 
gays and lesbians have been 
frozen out of the appointment 
process because of anti-gay big¬ 
otry. 

“Harvey Milk said that unless 
we are at the table and behind the 
closed door, they’re never going 
to treat us as equals,” McCarthy 
recently told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Without lesbian and gay 
judges to inform and educate the 
judiciary, he added, the lesbian 
and gay legal issues that come be¬ 
fore judges may be ignored, and 
rulings may suffer. 

Property rights and custody is¬ 
sues for gay parents are among the 
more important legal issues facing 
lesbians and gays, he said. 

McCarthy also believes that 
judges are too removed from the 
people they serve. That is espe¬ 
cially true of Moore, who was ap¬ 
pointed a judge late last year by 
Governor Pete Wilson, despite his 
Marin residence. 

“I’m a San Francisco home- 
owner who seeks to represent the 
city in which I live,” McCarthy 
said. “My opponent has not lived 
in San Francisco for the past 20 
years. He maintains a home in 
Ross and claims to live in a unit 
on Beale Street. 

“He registered to vote in San 
Francisco three months ago, the 
day he was sworn into office.” 

One lesson McCarthy has 
learned from the campaign trail is 
that the electorate wants judges to 
be active in their communities - 
and accessible. 

“I think that judges, just like 
any elected official, have an oblig¬ 
ation to makes themselves avail¬ 
able and responsive to the people 
they represent,” he said. 

‘Waste of Money 
and Resources’ 

McCarthy told the B.A.R. one 
of the cornerstones of his cam¬ 
paign concerns the rehabilitation 
and treatment of the non-violent 
offenders and drug-related prison¬ 
ers who have caused massive 
overcrowding of the state’s prison 
system. 

“It’s a waste of money and re¬

sources to put non-violent drug of¬ 
fenders in prison. What we need 
are drug courts that work and op¬ 
portunities for non-violent drug 
addicts to enter community-based 
rehabilitation programs,” he said. 

McCarthy said that many ad¬ 
dicts who had turned to crime 
have been able to “turn their lives 
around” in such programs. 

McCarthy has no hesitation in 
keeping violent offenders incar¬ 
cerated, and said that although he 
is personally opposed to the death 
penalty, as a Superior Court judge, 
he would enforce the law. 

Although the conservative 
Moore has been endorsed by the 
majority of his fellow Republican 
judges - including Judge Anne 
Bouliane - and the gay Log Cabin 
Republican Club, McCarthy has 
been endorsed by 12 appellate and 
trial judges, including Hitchens; 
Presiding Justice of the Court of 
Appeal Tony Kline; and openly 
gay Municipal Court Judge Herb 
Donaldson. 

“I also have the support of the 
Sheriff, the Public Defender, the 
District Attorney, the San Francis¬ 


co Police Officers Association, 
and the San Francisco Deputy 
Sheriff’s Association. I’m the only 
candidate in this race who has ex¬ 
perience in criminal law,” Mc¬ 
Carthy said. 

A former member of the Board 
of Directors of the Gay Rights 
chapter of the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union and the lesbian and 
gay rights LIFE Lobby, McCarthy 
is also endorsed by the National 
Women’s Political Caucus, the 
League of Conservation Voters, 
the San Francisco Labor Council 
and other progressive groups. 

He expressed some concern 
that the local media controversy 
over the upcoming election of mu¬ 
nicipal judges has eclipsed his 
own candidacy. 

“This campaign has received 
very little press coverage. I am 
concerned that my race has been 
overshadowed,” he told the 
B.A.R. ▼

O penly gay San Francisco 
attorney Kevin McCarthy 
is challenging straight 
Marin County Republi¬ 
can Doug Moore, a rear admiral in 
the anti-gay U.S. Naval Reserve, 
for a seat on the San Francisco 
Superior Court bench. 

McCarthy is a graduate of 
Hastings College of the Law and 
has served as a trial attorney with 
the Alameda County District At¬ 
torney’s Office for the past ten 
years. An experienced trial attor¬ 
ney, he has tried more than 70 jury 
trials. 

If McCarthy is successful in 
his Tuesday, March 26 election 
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The financial experts don’t 
help very much. One day they 
report that rates are expected 
to remain stable, or even go 
down a bit.

DA Hallinan Beefs Up Hate 
Crimes Unit Assignments

T hrough a major reshuffling 
of assignments. District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan 
has kept his campaign 
promise - and then some - to cre¬ 
ate a Hate Crimes Unit that has 
enough personnel to better address 
the increase in offenses against 
gays and lesbians, ethnic and reli¬ 
gious minorities, and women. 

It will go from a one-person to 
a five-person outfit, and possibly 
more, according to Dennis 
Collins, a criminal investigator re¬ 
assigned to Victim Witness Inves¬ 
tigations inside the D.A.’s office. 
Collins said that he will be able to 
focus on helping hate crime vic¬ 
tims through the maze of the crim¬ 
inal justice system, and comment¬ 
ed, “Without the witnesses and 
without the victims, we have no 
case. These are the people who 
have suffered the tragedy.” 

Collins said the unit will be ex¬ 
panded from a single deputy D.A. 
assigned half-time, Chuck Haines, 
who will remain Head of the Hate 
Crimes Unit. Additional assign¬ 
ments include Paul Henderson as 
a misdemeanor hate crimes D.A., 
and Ron Huberman and Ron Leon 
as investigators focusing on hate 
crimes. 

A lot of effort has gone into 
making sure the unit reflects the 
community most deeply impacted 
by hate crimes. Haines and 
Collins are both openly gay, as is 
Huberman. Henderson and Leon 
are both African-American. 


Haines commented that he ex¬ 
pects a woman D.A. to be as¬ 
signed sometime this year. 

He said that the value of the 
additional staffing will be immea¬ 
surable. “It’s a major effort by the 
new D.A. to service these types of 
crimes. ... Investigators will help 
plug some holes in the system, 
helping locate witnesses when it 
comes time to go to court, go to 
crime scenes,” and preparing 
courtroom visual aids. 

Huberman said that while he 
has helped out on a lot of gay-re¬ 
lated cases in the past, this posi¬ 
tion will make it official. He told 


the B.A.R. that he remembers 
around 15 years ago, when he 
started, when the climate was so 
homophobic that gays and les¬ 
bians refused to come forward if 
they were bashed. “The cops treat¬ 
ed them like dirt when they came 
in,” he said. 

He added that having openly 
gay D.A.s and investigators is it¬ 
self a model, and Hallinan has 
shown by assigning them to a 
Hate Crimes Unit that he is inter¬ 
ested in placing his personnel 
where they can have an effect on 
the community. 

Leon was out of town at 


presstime and could not be 
reached for comment. 

Jill Traeger of the Inteigroup 
Clearinghouse commented, “I’m 
delighted. This is a huge leap for¬ 
ward, over a 100 percent increase. 
We had specifically said that it was 
of pressing importance that they 
assign people of color to do some 
of the work, so on that level I feel 
like they’ve been really responsive. 

“I am disappointed that they 
didn’t assign a woman, either as 
an investigator or a D.A. But my 
sense is that there’s an open door 
there at the D.A., that if we hear 
complaints they’ll listen.” V

Splitting Heresy Department: 

Episcopalians Ask: 
What’s Up, Doctrine?

Did retired Episcopal Bishop 
Walter C. Righter commit heresy 
when he ordained a “practicing 
homosexual,” Barry Stopfel, into 
the Episcopal Church? 

A traditionalist group within 
the Church believes so. In January 
1995 ten bishops filed a “present¬ 
ment” demanding Righter be tried 
for violation of Church doctrine. 

A series of legal wrangling led 
to Wilmington, where a court of 
nine bishops in dark suits and 
Roman-collared magenta shirts 
heard six hours of preliminary tes¬ 
timony Tuesday, February 27. 
They are struggling to answer the 
basic question of whether or not 
the Church even has doctrine on 
the matter. 

Being gay in and of itself isn’t 
a problem for Episcopalians. A 
1976 resolution of the General 
Convention, the Church’s govern¬ 
ing body, declared “all persons are 
children of God.” Today more 
than 100 openly gay or lesbian 
people serve as priests. 

The Church allows heterosexu¬ 
al priests to marry, but not homo¬ 
sexuals. Nor does it approve of 
sex outside of marriage - hence, 
the fictitious presumption that, or¬ 
dained gays and lesbians are celi¬ 
bate. 

“Nothing may be taught that 
does not agree with Scripture,” ar¬ 
gued the traditionalists’ attorney, 
A. Hugo Blankenship, Jr. 

And,-he continued, since the 
Bible doesn’t explicitly say you 
can ordain practicing homosexu¬ 
als, then you can’t. He stressed the 
importance of “Christian marriage 
and family values.” 

Calvin C. Tennis, Bishop of 
Delaware, asked, “Is doctrine 
fixed and never changing, or does 
it change itself through the ages?” 
He indicated support for the latter, 
by citing pacifism in the early 
church which denied baptism to 
soldiers and more recent changes 
on divorce and remarriage. 

Blankenship didn’t “think the 
Church has changed its doctrine 
on marriage.” He believed “doc¬ 
trine can only be changed by the 
Church itself.”

Los Angeles, engaged the attorney 
in a series of questions over capi¬ 
tal punishment, abortion, and 
whether resolutions of the 
Church’s General Convention did 
in fact constitute doctrine. That 
body has passed as many as 500 
resolutions at one of their triennial 
meetings. 

Blankenship conceded “proba¬ 
bly not many involved Church 
doctrine.” He thought they should 
be considered on a case-by-case 
basis. But he offered no firm 
guidelines as to which did and did 
not constitute doctrine. 

Tennis sought clarification be¬ 
tween doctrine and discipline. He 
saw the former as the foundation 
of faith and the later as canon law 
governing institutional operations. 
“Law has to be clear and spell out 
consequences. How can it be less 
clear for doctrine, which is far 
more serious?” 

The attorney sought refuge in 
traditional practice which is so 
self-evident it need not be explic¬ 
it. 

Douglas E. Theuner, Bishop of 
New Hampshire, used the exam¬ 
ple of speeding where restrictions 
and penalties are enumerated. “In 
the absence of clarity,” he ven¬ 
tured that perhaps “the General 
Convention has obscured (the 
issue) to such a point that a person 
cannot he held accountable.” 

Blankenship pointed to the 
1977 bishop’s resolution reaffirm¬ 
ing “our present understanding of’ 
traditional marriage to buttress his 
case. 

Those words were troubling to 
Arthur E. Walmsley, retired Bish¬ 
op of Connecticut. He recalled 
1977, when the Church “made a 
profound change” in understand¬ 
ing the traditional role of women 
and allowed their ordination to the 
priesthood. 

‘No Lone Rangers?’ 

Blankenship argued for disci¬ 
pline among the Church’s bishops. 
“There ought to be no lone 
rangers,” he said, citing a resolu¬ 
tion of the House of Bishops. “The 
language is clear, the bishop is not 
free to make his own judgment. 
The alternative is disintegration 
and irrelevancy.” 

That brought rebuke from an 
astonished Theuner, “Our Church 
is filled with lone rangers,” he 
cried. 

Michael F. Rehill dominated 
the afternoon session of the hear¬ 
ing. “We seem to have forgotten 


the presentment, the charges 
brought against Walter Righter,” 
the Bishop’s defender said in his 
opening remarks. 

He called Blankenship’s argu¬ 
ments “curious” and “baffling.” 
“Nowhere does the word morality 
appear in the brief of the presen¬ 
ters,” nor does the word marriage. 

“‘Doctrine’ and ‘homosexual 
orientation’ never appear in the 
same document let alone the same 
sentence” of the two resolutions 
which form the foundation of the 
presenters’ case. “I almost feel 
like I’m shooting at a moving tar¬ 
get, because their arguments keep 
changing.” 

‘The reason we are here is be¬ 
cause the presenters don’t under¬ 
stand the doctrine of the Church,” 
thundered Rehill. He laid out the 
case for “doctrine with a capital 
‘D.’” He characterized this mini¬ 
malist approach as the Anglican 
tradition. 

“There are things necessary for 
us to believe to be Christians ... 
things which you must believe to 
be a member of this Church. 
Human sexuality is not one of 
them.” Human interaction is disci¬ 
pline, according to Rehill. 

He called marriage “one of 
those things that are loosely re¬ 
ferred to as doctrine, but it is not.” 
He labeled it both “teaching” in 
the Bible and “discipline” as out¬ 
lined in canon law and the Book 
of Common Prayer. 

Rehill argued that the resolu¬ 
tions cited by the presenters did 
not prohibit the ordination of non¬ 
celibate homosexuals. Had they 
wanted to pass such resolutions, 
they would have. But those types 
of explicit efforts have “failed 
again and again.” 

He chastised the presenters for 
trying to “trivialize doctrine” by 
making it a matter of a simple ma¬ 
jority of the House of Bishops. 

’Degrees of Offenses’ 

The rebuttal period brought a 
question from Bishop Tennis to 
Blankenship: “If Righter is guilty, 
would that mean that all homosex¬ 
ual priests in committed relation¬ 
ships, and the bishops who or¬ 
dained them, should be deposed?” 

Blankenship shied away from 
an absolute answer to the logical 
extension of a victory by the pre¬ 
senters. He said there were “de¬ 
grees of offenses” and it was “es¬ 
sentially a diocesan problem.” 

However, last year the presen¬ 
ters had written that they did in¬ 
tend to go after other violators. 
That list includes the Bishops of 
Washington, Chicago, Los Ange¬ 
les, and dozens more. The stakes 
are high indeed. 

It was clear from their ques¬ 
tioning that many of the nine 
Bishops of the Court were search¬ 
ing for a middle ground. If the 
Episcopal Church has been able to 
finesse highly charged moral is¬ 
sues such as abortion and capital 
punishment and not view them as 
doctrine, then surely it could do so 
over the seemingly less central 
issue of ordination of practicing 
homosexuals. 

But perhaps it cannot find such 
compromise in its deliberations 
over the next few weeks. The tra¬ 
ditionalists took a seldom used 
route when they chose to file a 
presentment. The legalities of the 
process may allow room for only a 
yes or no vote on the formal 
charges. 

As Michael Rehill said in his 
closing remarks, “It is difficult to 
find a middle ground when you 
are dealing with heresy.” ▼

Dems Ask Perry To 
Investigate Gay Policy

A group of House Democrats 
asked Defense Secretary William 
Perry on Thursday, February 29 to 
investigate allegations the military 
was violating the administration’s 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy on 
gays in the military. 

Six members of Congress 
signed a letter to Perry saying they 
were troubled by reports that the 
military was still investigating the 
sexual orientation of soldiers. 

“It is our understanding of cur¬ 
rent policy that homosexual ser- 
vicemembers- are still allowed to 
remain in the military, as long as 
they keep their sexual orientation 
private,” the letter said. “At the 
same time, commanding officers 
are forbidden from asking, either 
directly or indirectly, about sol¬ 
diers’ sexual orientation.” 

The letter was signed by Rep¬ 
resentatives Pat Schroeder of Col¬ 
orado; Marty Meehan, Barney 
Frank, and Gerry Studds of Mass¬ 
achusetts; Neil Abercrombie of 
Hawaii; and Jane Harman of Cali¬ 
fornia. Frank and Studds are both 
openly gay. 

“We urge you to thoroughly in¬ 
vestigate all violations of this pol¬ 
icy and take all necessary steps to 
abide by the ‘don’t ask’ part of the 
bargain,” they said. 

Earlier this week, a watchdog 
group accused the Pentagon of 
maintaining a “continuous pattern 
of abuse” in its policy, which it 
said has caused a four-year high in 
the number of homosexuals forced 


to leave the military. 

“The evidence I have doesn’t 
support that conclusion,” Defense 
Secretary William Perry said 
when asked earlier this week 
about the report. 

Perry said that although the 
numbers of homosexuals dis¬ 
charged in 1995 was more than 20 
percent higher than in 1994, the 
figures - an average of about 700 
a year for the past five years - 
have not shown any marked esca¬ 


lation that would indicate trouble 
with the policy. 

The Democrats said that while 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” was still 
discriminatory, it was designed to 
protect homosexuals from perse¬ 
cution. They said it was appalling 
to hear that the military would go 
to great lengths, including ques¬ 
tioning the soldiers’ friends and 
family, to prove homosexuality, ▼

New York’s 
Annual 
St. Pat’s 
Spat’s Begun

The Irish Lesbian and Gay Or¬ 
ganization filed a federal suit in 
Manhattan federal court February 
26 against New York City, hoping 
to get a permit for a protest march 
before this year’s St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade. 

A federal judge rejected a sim¬ 
ilar lawsuit last year, so the group 
demonstrated on Fifth Avenue 
without a permit - and said it is 
prepared to do so again as a 
protest against what it calls “an 
unconscionable act of prejudice.” 

ILGO wants to stage its protest 
on Fifth Avenue before the tradi¬ 
tional parade begins. In the past, 
the Police Department has argued 
that it is logistically impossible to 
accommodate both the protesters 
and the parade marchers on the 
same street on the same day. 

Sal Cecere of ILGO said the 
suit argues that the city’s logistical 
worries are unfounded this year 
since the parade falls on a Satur¬ 
day. He said the suit also criticizes 
the city’s system for handling per¬ 
mit requests. 

“The lawyers are also attack¬ 
ing the permit system as funda¬ 
mentally unconstitutional, be¬ 
cause it allows the Police Depart¬ 
ment to reject an application for 


any reason. There are no checks 
on the system,” Cecere added. 

Since 1993, ILGO has waged 
an unsuccessful legal battle for 
permission to march in the parade 
behind its banner. The parade 
sponsors, the Ancient Order of Hi¬ 
bernians, have refused, suggesting 
that members instead walk behind 
banners representing counties of 
Ireland, with no further identifica¬ 
tion. 

In 1995, the Hibernians won a 
court ruling that the parade is a 
private religious event and there¬ 
fore the sponsors are not required 
to include anyone who asks to 
march. 

The new lawsuit, like the old 
one, charges denial of a permit is 
unconstitutional because it vio¬ 
lates First Amendment guarantees 
of freedom of speech and assem¬ 
bly. 

“ILGO only seeks the right to 
march along the parade route well 
before the parade begins, in order 
to express its view that its exclu¬ 
sion from the parade is an uncon¬ 
scionable act of prejudice, one 
deeply injurious to persons who 
take pride in their Irish heritage 
and who are denied participation 
in a celebration of that heritage 
owing solely to their sexual orien¬ 
tation,” the suit states. ▼

benefits to domestic partners 
would satisfy the 1993 state 
Supreme Court’s order mandating 
the state to show a “compelling in¬ 
terest” why same-sex marriages 
should not be allowed under the 
equal protection clause of the 
Hawaii constitution. The high 
court ruling was an offshoot of a 
class action suit filed by three 
same-sex couples who were de¬ 
nied marriage licenses by the state. 

In trying to defend the House 
Judiciary committee’s decision to 
revive the constitutional amend¬ 
ment bill, committee chairman 
Terrence Tom said that “it’s time 
for the people to decide what the 
constitution means.” Earlier, an¬ 
other version of a domestic part¬ 
nership bill was killed in the 
House. 

In a worst case scenario, the 


legislature could remain in a stale¬ 
mate, with the Senate favoring do¬ 
mestic partnership and the House 
insisting on a constitutional 
amendment banning same sex 
marriage to be submitted for deci¬ 
sion by Hawaii’s voters. 

If the legislative maneuver 
fails, the same-sex marriage issue 
will ultimately be decided by 
Hawaii’s courts. In August this 
year the burden of proof will fall 
on the state when it argues its case 
before the Circuit Court. It re¬ 
mains to be seen whether or not 
the state can come up with a com¬ 
pelling interest to continue to 
refuse to grant marriage licenses 
to same-sex couples. 

In the meantime, a commission 
created by the legislature to study 
domestic partnership for Hawaii 
surprised the lawmakers last De¬ 
cember. The commission recom¬ 
mended, by a vote of 5 to 2, that 
same-sex marriage be legalized in 
the state. ▼

Protease Inhibitors: 
The Bad News

HIV is already ready to fight back against pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, according to researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Los Angeles. 

A significant number of people are infected with 
HIV that is already resistant to the eagerly-awaited 
new drugs, even though the people have not taken 
them yet, researchers at the UCLA AIDS Institute 
said Thursday, February 29. 

The scientists had analyzed samples of viral en¬ 
zymes from 12 infected patients who were never ex¬ 
posed to a protease inhibitor. 

One-third of the enzyme samples showed muta¬ 
tions that would let the virus shrug off the onslaught 
of the new drugs, researchers reported in the journal 
Virology. 

Drug resistance has been the recurring nightmare 
of AIDS patients and doctors, but “what surprised us 
was the presence of resistant viruses prior to treat¬ 


ment,” said Dr. Andrew Kaplan, director of UCLA’s 
Retrovirology Facility. 

He and colleagues are trying to create screening 
tests to see whether a person has a pre-existing re¬ 
sistance to protease inhibitors before starting on the 
drugs. 

Another version of such a test might let a person 
monitor any developing resistance. 

Kaplan said HIV is “like a quick-change artist” in 
its ability to develop new forms. The UCLA study 
found that the virus had often developed more than 
one mutation, a first that let it wiggle partially out of 
the death grip of the protease inhibitor and a second 
that brought viral activity back up to normal. 

“The critical point in terms of how the virus 
works is that even if there are only a tiny number of 
resistant viruses present, once you give the drug, the 
drug will kill off all the sensitive ones,” Kaplan said. 
“What’s left are the resistant ones, which then be¬ 
come 100 percent resistant.” ▼

proval of the first protease inhibitor saquinavir, sold 
as Invirase by Hoffmann-LaRoche. Abbott indicates 
its product will be shipped by mid-March under the 
trade name Norvir. 

Research indicates this protease formula may 
have potentially harmful interactions with several 
common medications. 

The list - which includes Xanax, Seldane, and 
Demerol - includes about two dozen drugs in all. 
Educational materials for physicians and pharma¬ 
cists, and packaging material with the drug, will 
warn that ritonavir should hot be taken with these 
medications. 

The advisory panel met March 1 to consider the 
application of Merck & Co. for indinavir, and also 
recommended approval of that protease. The FDA 


still has to conduct inspection of the manufacturing 
facility, so final approval is likely to lag a few 
weeks. 

Merck’s product will be commercially available 
under the trade name Crixivan. The drug interacts 
with rifabutin and ketoconazole, and requires dosage 
adjustments when used in combination with these 
medications. 

Simultaneously, at the request of AIDS organiza¬ 
tions and pharmaceutical companies. President Clin¬ 
ton announced he was asking for $52 million as a 
supplemental appropriation to the current fiscal year 
budget for AIDS Drug Assistance Programs 
(ADAP). The program is run by the states as part of 
the Ryan White CARE Act. 

Protease inhibitors cost about $7,500 a year per 
patient. A person living with AIDS can easily spend 
an equal amount on other pharmaceuticals recom¬ 
mended as the first line of defense against the dis¬ 
ease. T

The Long-Running Neglect Story off PML

rogressive multifocal 
leukoencephalopathy 
5 (PML) is one of the many 
opportunistic infections 
(OI) that maim and kill people 
with AIDS. In the past year, an ef¬ 
fective diagnostic test has been 
developed. Unfortunately for 
those diagnosed with PML, re¬ 
search has been so slow that AIDS 
Treatment News described PML as 
“probably the longest-running ne-

gleet story of the AIDS epidemic. 
There are no convincing treat¬ 
ments for it and no convincing re¬ 
search organized to change it.” 

PML derives its name from the 
fact that it worsens (progressive), 
that it occurs simultaneously in 
multiple locations near blood ves¬ 
sels (multifocal), and that it attacks 
thfe white matter (leuko) of the 
brain (encephalopathy). Common 
symptoms include weakness, 
seizures, difficulty with speech and 
coordination, and changes in be¬ 
havior and awareness. While PML 
is generally fatal, about ten percent

of patients with PML, usually 
those with CD4 counts over 200, 
stabilize or improve. A 1995 Cana¬ 
dian study found an average sur¬ 
vival time of 9.4 months for those 
with greater than 90 CD4 count 
and 3.6 months for those with less. 

Researchers believe that PML 
is caused by the JC virus (JCV). 
JCV belongs to a family of patho¬ 
genic viruses called papova virus¬ 
es. This family includes other 
pathogenic viruses such as human 
papilloma virus (HPV), which 
causes warts and has been linked 
to anal and cervical cancer. Multi¬ 
ple studies have determined that 
70-90 percent of healthy adults, 
regardless of location or risk cate¬ 
gory, are infected with JCV. De¬ 
spite this, PML occurs more fre¬ 
quently in women than men. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), PML went from being the 
cause of death for 0.8 percent of 
PWAs in 1988 to 1.9 percent in 
1992. PML also affects other peo¬ 
ple who are immunocompro¬ 
mised, such as organ recipients 
and people with cancer, particular¬ 
ly leukemia. The true incidence of 
PML is unknown, since people 
with PML are often misdiagnosed 
with and treated for more common 
opportunistic infections such as 
toxoplasmosis and cryptococcal 
meningitis. To further complicate 
the picture, many of the first 
“PML” cases were successfully 
treated with antibiotics, such as 
Bactrim (Septra, TMP/SMX), sul¬ 
fadiazine, or pyrimethamine, sug¬ 
gesting that other opportunistic in¬ 
fections were responsible for the 
symptoms. Similarly, other virus- 


cause PML-like symptoms that re¬ 
spond to antiviral drugs, such as 
acyclovir. PML can also occur at 
the same time as other OIs, further 
complicating the diagnosis, as a 
definitive diagnosis of toxoplas¬ 
mosis, for example, will discour¬ 
age physicians from testing for 
PML, and vice versa. 

They Can Find ... 

Currently, the diagnosis of PML 
is made based upon brain biopsy 
and radiological findings. During a 
brain biopsy, a neurosurgeon re¬ 
moves a small piece of brain tissue 
so that it can be stained and exam¬ 
ined under a microscope. Unfortu¬ 
nately, as many as 60 percent of 
brain biopsies yield inconclusive 
results, due to technical factors and 
the possibility that the small frac¬ 
tion of tissue removed doesn’t con¬ 
tain the source of the problem. Un¬ 
derstandably, both patients and 
physicians are often reluctant to 
utilize this highly invasive proce¬ 
dure. Still, studies such as ACTG 
243, discussed below, require that 
patients undergo this procedure to 
confirm the diagnosis. 

An alternative method of diag¬ 
nosis is the use of magnetic reso¬ 
nance imaging (MRI) and com¬ 
puted tomography (CT) scanning. 
Of these two technologies, MRI 
seems to be the more effective, 
and can often be used differentiate 
between PML, multiple sclerosis, 
toxoplasmosis, and lymphoma. 
And these tests can be inconclu¬ 
sive, especially in people with a 
history of neurological problems 
or other OIs, requiring the patient 
to undergo a brain biopsy. 

... With A New Test 

When evaluating a patient’s 
neurological problem, physicians 
generally order a spinal tap (lum¬ 
bar puncture) to obtain cerebro¬ 
spinal fluid (CSF). While CSF 
cultures and microscopic exami¬ 
nation can help rule out certain in¬ 
fections, they cannot detect PML. 

Using the same PCR technolo¬ 
gy used to measure HIV viral 
load, researchers have been able 
to diagnose PML by measuring 
JCV levels in CSF collected as 
part of routine evaluations. Over¬ 
coming the problems with sensi¬ 
tivity that plagued early PCR 
tests, researchers, including Dr. 
Dawn McGuire at UCSF were 
able to accurately diagnose 92 
percent of patients with PML, in¬ 
cluding 100 percent of those 
whose diagnosis was confirmed 
by biopsy. When CSF samples 
from patients who did not have 
PML were analyzed, the test was 
correct on 92 percent of samples. 
Those patients testing false-posi¬ 
tive for PML all had risk factors 
such as HIV, chronic leukemia, or 
neurological deficits, and may be 
at risk for future PML. 

Although it is not currently li¬ 
censed, physicians have reported 
using this test for patients with 
symptoms suggestive of PML for 
whom a definitive diagnosis could 
not be made. 

As spinal taps are decidedly 
unpleasant, and can cause compli¬ 
cations such as severe headaches. 


researchers are continuing to look 
for alternatives. A new test, pre¬ 
sented at the Third Conference on 
Human Retroviruses and Oppor¬ 
tunistic Infections in January 
1996, uses blood instead of CSF. 
Using this test, researchers found 
JC virus can, at times, be found at 
high levels in the blood. While 
JCV levels were higher in people 
with advanced HIV infection, JCV 
levels were independent of CD4 
count. If PML is caused by reacti¬ 
vated virus being carried to the 
brain by blood, and not by JCV re¬ 
activating in the brain, JC virus 
screening may become as routine 
as CBCs and CD4 counts. 

... But They Can’t Treat 

At present, the only treatments 
available or even being widely 
studied are high-dose AZT (zi¬ 
dovudine, Retrovir) and Ara-C 
(Cytosine arabnoside, cytarabine). 
The role and efficacy of these two 
drugs is unclear, as numerous 
small studies have yielded con¬ 
flicting results. In San Francisco, 
the one and only PML-related clin¬ 
ical trial compares patients taking 
an antiretroviral to patients taking 
an antiretroviral and receiving 
Ara-C either intravenously or in- 
trathecally. The intrathecal injec¬ 
tion group has a small pump surgi¬ 
cally attached to the base of base 
of the skull so that the Ara-C can 
be injected directly into the brain. 
This study, ACTG 243, excludes 
anyone who has used an antiretro¬ 
viral other than AZT, ddl, or ddC. 

As with many OIs for which no 
effective treatment exists, much of 
the literature consists of “medi¬ 
cine by anecdote.” Many people 
with PML have claimed that drugs 
such as acyclovir, n-acetyl cys¬ 
teine (NAC), peptide T; immune- 
system stimulators such as alpha 
interferon and beta interferon; and 
immunosuppressants such as dex- 
tramethasone and prednisone were 
able to improve their condition. 
Unfortunately, there have been no 
systematic studies of these agents. 

Several neglected drugs may 
have efficacy in treating PML. For 
example, topotecan, owned by 
SmithKline Beecham, has shown 
in vitro efficacy against JCV. In 
response to pressure from ACT 
UP/New York and New York’s 
PWA Health Group, topotecan’s 
role as a chemotherapy and anti¬ 
viral drug is being explored. Ac¬ 
cording to the New-York based 
PWA Health Group, Pharmacia & 
Upjohn has studied two related 
drugs, CPT-11 and SN-38, and 
made them available on a compas¬ 
sionate use basis. T

ACT UP/San Francisco’s 
DNCB Treatment Group offers in¬ 
terested people information 
tonight (Thursday, March 7) about 
the immune system, CD8s, and 
how the inexpensive, non-toxic 
chemical DNCB can strengthen 
cellular immune response in the 
battle against HIV. 

DNCB (dinitrochchloroben- 
zene) is a potent topical contact 
sensitizer that, according to its 
fans, boosts the cellular immune 
response with regular applications 
painted on the skin. The treatment 
results in increased numbers of 
CD8 cytotoxic T lymphocytes and 
natural killer cells, they say. 

Virtually all opportunistic in¬ 
fections in AIDS are of an inter¬ 
cellular nature and can only be 
controlled by a. cellular immune 
response, according to ACT 
UP/SF’s press release. Studies of 
long-term nonprogressors have 
demonstrated that people on 
DNCB regimens have strong cel¬ 
lular immune responses, with high 
levels of these protective cells. 

The discussion will focus on 
DNCB as an inexpensive, non¬ 
toxic alternative to AIDS therapies 
that compromise the immune sys¬ 
tem’s cellular response.

What Went Wrong

. , ecently I got a phone call 

§§|jP from my first-ever 

n boyfriend. I didn’t an¬ 
swer it, and don’t plan to. 
I’m not certain what went wrong, 
or when exactly it happened, but 
I am sure that talking with him 
won’t change anything. He’s 
completely bonkers. For some 
time I assumed that this was be¬ 
cause he’d never “come out” as 
gay, but more recently I’ve begun 
to realize that the reason he was 
never able to come out was be¬ 
cause he was bonkers. 

When we met and started dat¬ 
ing back in high school - me a ju¬ 
nior and him a sophomore - he 
was widely regarded as a brilliant 
and promising youth. He was flu¬ 
ent in Latin and Greek (this was a 
fancy, private high school) and 
had a prodigious memory. He 
was capable of incredible physi¬ 
cal feats, and by the way, he was 
stunningly handsome. It was ac¬ 
knowledged that he was weird or 
separate in some way, but this 
was accepted as part of the pack¬ 
age in that rarefied environment. 

I can’t remember now how we 
finally started having sex. But 
once we did, it was pretty con¬ 
stant. Only it was entirely one¬ 
sided, with me sucking him off. I 
was perfectly happy to do so and 
never particularly questioned his 
refusal to do me. But it was an 
early warning, albeit one I was 
far too naive to take. 

Our most intense year was my 
first one of college. I went to a 
local school, so I could stay near 
him, and spent virtually all my 
time with him instead of at my 


school. As a result, I flunked out, 
and then he went away to college 
at Oberlin. 

I was heartbroken - I’d hoped 
he’d stay around - and particular¬ 
ly distressed when he got a girl¬ 
friend. But he declared himself 
officially “bisexual” and we still 
got it on whenever he was back 
home. He had a girlfriend and a 
boyfriend, as properly befits a bi¬ 
sexual. 

Right around 
this time, I final¬ 
ly “came out.” 

This was three 
years after we’d 
started dating, 
so it might seem 
a little slow on 
my part. But it 
took me a long 
time to get over 
all the obstacles 
to abandoning 
my presumed 
heterosexuality 
or even to give 
up the defense 
of “bisexuality.” 

Once I had done it, though, it 
seemed a marvelous answer, and 
I hoped that David would join 
me. I got my second warning; he 
was saddened because this now 
meant we were different from 
each other. 

But we continued to see each 
other and to have sex occasional¬ 
ly. Of course, I was now having 
sex, far more satisfying sex, with 
many others as well, so I didn’t 
cherish these rare reunions as 
much as he did. 

Warning signs 

It was around this time that 


David began to lose some of his 
early gilded charm. He didn’t do 
real well at Oberlin, although that 
school’s policy of simply not giv¬ 
ing grades less than a “C” limited 
the damage. And after graduation 
he simply didn’t have any drive 
or direction. He got a couple of 
cushy jobs in the state bureaucra¬ 
cy that could have led to comfort¬ 
able sinecures - his father was a 
prominent judge and his step¬ 


mother a mover and shaker on the 
local scene - but never quite took 
them far enough. 

As I wandered through my un¬ 
dergraduate days (my three junior 
years were very personally en¬ 
riching), his decline became 
more apparent. His beauty 
slipped away; he grew a potbelly 
and sported a Robert Bork beard. 
I finally stopped having sex with 
him, which had pretty much de¬ 
generated to mercy sex on my 
part, after I hooked up with my 
current partner, Steve. 

Steve, by the way, was horri¬ 
fied to see my ex. “How could 


you have slept with that?” he 
asked. It took the sworn testimo¬ 
ny of a friend who’d known 
David back in the old days to 
convince Steve that David had 
once been an Oak Street Beach 
lifeguard - and one of the hotter 
members of that ultra-hot assort¬ 
ment of youth. 

Even so, David had trouble 
accepting this final break. He 
came to stay with me and, despite 
being assigned 
a bedroom in 
the attic, always 
started out by 
sleeping in my 
bed - only to be 
routed out by 
me^and Steve. 
The day he was 
supposed to 
leave he man¬ 
aged to avoid it 
by getting his 
car stolen. He’d 
left the keys sit¬ 
ting in it. This 
was another 
warning sign. 

In fact, the warning signs were 
now flowing thick and fast. He 
was unable to secure any decent 
job and didn’t seem to care about 
it. His stepmom, seeing trouble, 
got him into business school. This 
moved his game to a new level, 
but didn’t change the outcome. 

Multiple personalities 

In business school he devel¬ 
oped a taste for S&M, with 
women. Only by tying them up, 
or being tied up by them, could 
he tolerate sex with women. And 
he seemed to constantly have gay 
roommates, although he often 
claimed not to have realized they 
were gay when he got them. And 
somehow I figured out that he 
was getting sucked off by other 
guys every now and then, but al¬ 
ways in a way that made it clear 
that he, David, wasn’t gay. 

Given his constant glomming 
on to gays but his insistence that 
he was straight - the bisexual 
label had been dropped years ago 
-1 assumed that most of his prob¬ 
lems resulted from his inability to 
come out. He was a perfect ex¬ 
ample, I figured, of the insanity 
that develops when a queer stays 
in the closet. 

And that may yet prove right, 
but I realize now that it wasn’t

derloin last August. He remains 
disabled, walks with a cane, and 
faces two additional operations. 

Roberts had climbed onto the 
ledge of the residential hotel in an 
effort to enter his room after he 
had locked himself out. Roberts, 
who moved here with his lover 
from Waco, Texas, had lived in 
San Francisco less that two weeks 
prior to the injury. 

Shortly after he was sent to 
Laguna Honda Hospital to recu¬ 
perate - physically immobilized 
with casts and a hip brace - 
Roberts began to be harassed by 
an attendant, identified in the 
claim only as “Peter,” who began 
asking Roberts about his relation¬ 
ship with his lover and other 
questions of a personal nature. 

“At first I just thought it was 
‘guy talk,’ but it got out of hand 
later,” Roberts told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He would talk about it 
when no one else was around and 
say, ‘Be quiet,’ because he didn’t 
want anyone to know.” 

According to the damages 
claim, the employee initiated con¬ 
versations about his “allegedly 
big penis” and ask personal ques¬ 
tions about Roberts’ sex life. 
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“Sure, there were 
barriers to his coming out;

After getting his business de¬ 
gree, he completely fell apart. He 
was unable to get a job and drift¬ 
ed eventually to a small town in 
Michigan, not too far from Ann 
Arbor, where one of his younger 
brothers was going to college. 
His family, I suspect, paid him a 
monthly sum for staying out of 
Chicago, since he wouldn’t do 
anything so crass as taking public 
money. He also developed his 
identity as a “multiple personali¬ 
ty disorder.” 

He’d discovered that he had 
eight personalities (the one I was 
familiar with was “Davy”) and 
constantly held conferences be¬ 
tween them to try and sort things 
out. He excitedly told me about 
this, expecting my professional 
support as I was, at that time, a 
psychotherapist. However, it was 
because of my familiarity with 
psychology that I knew that he 
wasn’t an MPD; genuine MPDs 
are often unaware of the fact that 
they have more than one persona, 
and don’t hold “conferences” be¬ 
cause only one persona can be 
present at a time. 

None of this slowed down 
David, who started working the 
local lecture circuit as a harbinger 
of “multiplism.” I occasionally 
think about some backwoods 
clinic in Michigan listening to de¬ 
mented David’s ravings about 
“multiplism” and shudder. Talk¬ 
ing to him even briefly on the 
phone became awkward and 
painful. I stopped picking it up 
when he called. He calls less and 
less now. 

I still feel guilty about cutting 
him off, but I couldn’t see any 
way around it. It’s been so long 
since anything I consider genuine 
communication has passed be¬ 
tween us that I’ve given up hope. 
It seems to me now that he was 
always wounded, always inca¬ 
pable of truly hooking up with 
anyone, and this in fact is what 
made it impossible for him to 
come out. But I don’t know, and I 
don’t know any way to find out 
for sure. All I do know is that 
something, somewhere, went 
wrong. ▼ 


Then, over Roberts’s objections, 
he would announce that he was 
sexually stimulated, his penis was 
erect, and he had to “go to the 
bathroom and jack off.” 

According to the complaint, 
the harassment turned into sexual 
assault in an incident when the 
employee pulled down his pants 
and displayed his erect penis, and 
also pulled down the protesting 
Roberts’s pajama bottoms and 
fondled his penis. 

In other incidents, Robert said 
the employee would grind his 
crotch into Roberts’ immobile foot 
and then tell him that he was so ex¬ 
cited he had to go and masturbate. 

In a final incident involving 
the employee, Roberts told the 
Bay Area Reporter, after he com¬ 
plained about the abuse to the 
ward’s head nurse, the employee 
imprisoned him in his room and 
demanded to know what he had 
told the supervisor. 

“He asked, ‘What were you all 
talking about?’ and I told him that 
I had to tell her everything. He 
wouldn’t let me out of the room. 
Finally he did. He was worried 
about losing his job,” Roberts 
told the B.A.R. 

Roberts told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the employee was dis¬ 
missed from the facility following 
the incident. ▼

ean Seberg was always more icon than actress. From her disastrous ap¬ 
pearance as the title character in Otto Preminger’s Saint Joan (1958) to Godard’s im¬ 
mortalizing of her in Breathless , to her status as fashion maven in the ’60s, to her ex¬ 
tracurricular work with the Black Panthers, Seberg’s acting career seemed from the very 
beginning secondary to her cultural presence. Her transition from prestige pictures like 
Bonjour Tristesse to Eurotrash epics like husband Romain Gary’s Birds in Peru and 
empty-headed blockbusters like Airport d id nothing to alter the public perception of Se¬ 
berg as a beautiful, troubled “empty vessel” into which various men or male organiza-

ony Kushner wreaks glorious havoc on stages all around the 
world. His two-part epic Angels In America not only won every con¬ 
ceivable award including multiple Tony awards and a Pulitzer Prize but 
also brought the fate of man, the void of heaven, the miasmic twist of 
American history and the plight of those snared in the AIDS epidemic 
into sharp, endearingly overwrought focus on stages from here to Aus¬ 
tralia and back. Kushner’s incisive, seven-hour glimpse into the politi¬ 
cal maelstrom and the damaged, resilient human heart catapulted him 
to the forefront of American theater. 

A defiantly out gay artist, Kushner has spent the last several years, 
the post -Angels years, touring the country, basking in the glow of his 
show’s success, lecturing, writing essays and shedding 85 pounds. The 
newly svelte Kushner, who will celebrate his 40th birthday this year, 
also found time to complete an Angels screenplay for director Robert 
Altman (the film version of the play is still in financial and artistic ne¬ 
gotiation but stands, Kushner says, a good chance of being made) and 
dash off a 70-minute play called Slavs! Thinking About the Long- 
Standing Problems of Virtue and Happiness, which had its Bay Area 
premiere last night at the Berkeley Repertory Theater. This production 
reunites Kushner with director Tony Taccone, who directed Kushner’s 
first play, A Bright Room Called Day, at Berkeley Rep in 1991 and co¬ 
directed (with Oskar Eustis) the Los Angeles production of Angels two 
years later. 

Not as grand in scope as Angels*( and composed, in part, of scenes 
cut from Perestroika, the epic’s second part), the dark but funny Slavs! 
still manages to call into question the survival of politics and humani¬ 
ty in a multiethnic society in scenes ranging in location from the steps 
of the Kremlin in 1985 to a mysterious medical facility in Siberia seven 
years later. 

Currently in the midst of completing his next play, the first of a

Mm has just published a hefty 
tome on gay Russian 
composer Tchaikovsky 
(Tchaikovsky: A Biography; Ran¬ 
dom House, $35) that attempts to 
link the composer’s homosexuali¬ 
ty with his life and music. Draw¬ 
ing upon previously unrevealed 
material gathered from the 
Tchaikovsky archives in Klin— 
files that have only become avail¬ 
able to the public since the demise 
of the Soviet Union— Holden 
documents the great lengths taken 
by the composer, the Russian gov¬ 
ernment, and his own family, in 
particular his brother Modest, to 
conceal Tchaikovsky’s homosexu¬ 
ality. Holden asserts it was the 
composer’s fear of imminent ex¬ 
posure of his sexuality that led 
Tchaikovsky to take his own life 
in 1893. 



Tchaikovsky 


Holden attributes the much- 
disputed suicide to a life of “tor¬ 
tured anxiety in which the com¬ 
poser made every attempt to hide 
his homosexuality and promiscu¬ 
ity from everyone but his closest 
friends and family.” He even re¬ 
mained in a miserable hoax of a 
marriage to further the charade. 
Holden writes that it’s a “grim 
irony” that the same torments that 
“bequeathed us so much great 
music may have also brought 
Tchaikovsky’s life to a premature 
end.” 

A little bird marooned in 
the filthy oil slick that is 
Hollywood told us this 
week that studio execs in 
La La Land are positively 
wrecked over all the negative 
feedback they’ve been getting on 
AIDS tearjerker It’s My Party. 
Said bird reported that “body lan¬ 
guage reports” compiled on press 
screening audiences in SF indicat¬ 
ed viewers were visibly uncom¬ 
fortable throughout the film and 
that “people were laughing at 
things not meant to be funny.” 

The Oily Avian One also said 
downtumed thumbs have sent stu¬ 
dio execs into major spin control 
and that they’re now falling all 
over themselves in an effort to 
convince investors that gay audi¬ 
ences in SF are an “isolated case.” 
Execs remain hopeful that the rest 
of the country will respond to the 
film as folks did at last week’s 
Berlin Film Fest, where, accord¬ 
ing to roving film critic Brandy 
“Abstrusia” Judell, It’s My Party 
got the “biggest ovation of any 
film in the festival.” 

peaking of the Berlin fest, 

S Brandy reported that this 
i year’s, which featured at 
least 25 feature-length 
flicks by or about gays or lesbians, 
was the queerest ever. Brandy’s 
favorite homo pic was the Bruce 
La Bruce vehicle Hustler White, a 
tawdry romantic comedy about 
hustlers in Santa Monica. Brandy 
didn’t want to give away telling 
details, but she did say there’s a 
great scene in which some guy

gets fucked by an amputee. The 
film, which stars Tony Ward, 
should be coming our way soon. 

nother Berlin favorite 
was Cheryl Dunye’s The 
Watermelon Woman, 
which picked up top hon¬ 
ors for best gay and lesbian film. 
Brandy reports it’s very original, 
despite five minutes of Camille 
Paglia doing her pagan-through- 
out-art-history routine, the same 
thing she did in Monika Treut’s 
Female Misbehavior a few years 
ago. Yawn. Last year’s Frisk was 
also shown. Brandy said the audi¬ 
ence was “very quiet” throughout 
the screening, which certain par¬ 
ties close to the film mistakenly 
interpreted as a sign of interest. 
The film wasn’t nominated for a 
single prize. 

B efore Brandy went off to 
Berlin she interviewed di¬ 
rector John Schlesinger 
at the Montreal Film Fes¬ 
tival. Hollywood’s biggest queen 
bee ( Midnight Cowboy, Darling, 
Marathon Man, Billy Liar, Falcon 
and the Snowman,) talked at 
length about his forthcoming film. 
Cold Comfort Farm, a comedy 
based on the British classic by 
Stella Gibbons. 

He also discussed his 28-year 
relationship with his lover and 
what it’s like being gay in the in¬ 
dustry. Brandy says the director 
has very strong opinions about 
outing. “I think it’s fascist. My 
only obligation is to my art. I hate 
this business of forcing people to 
come out.” 

T urn Up the Heat : You 
probably thought Marcia 
Huestis would never be 
able to top last Novem¬ 
ber’s stomach-turning voyage 
aboard the ill-fated S.S. Poseidon, 
but we’ve learned not to underes¬ 
timate Hostess Huestis. She is the 
one to thank, after all, for the un¬ 
forgettable image of a zombified 
Carol Lynley weaving up and 
down the aisles of the Castro The¬ 
atre in near darkness, an image of 
existential proportions we at Out 
There shall never forget. Now, 
Marcia and her cohort in crime, 
Lawrence Heilman, have 
planned yet another Castro The¬ 
atre spectacular: on May 17, as a 
kick-off for the Castro’s week- 
long Paul Morrissey tribute, 
Huestis and Heilman will present 
an onstage interview between 
Tom Ammiano and legendary ac¬ 
tress Sylvia Miles, star of Morris¬ 


sey’s notorious 1971 flick Heat. A 
screening of the film will follow 
the interview. 

A two-time Oscar nominee. 
Miles will discuss her exciting ca¬ 
reer in pictures, which includes 
roles in such classics as Midnight 
Cowboy, The Sentinel, Farewell 
My Lovely, and Wall Street, and 
discuss Heat, which also starred 
gorgeous superstud Joe Dallesan¬ 
dro. There’ll be plenty of dish as 
Miles discusses her life in the 
movies, her involvement with 
Andy Warhol and the Factory 
gang, and her memories of work¬ 
ing with sexy Joe. 

For the benefit of those who 
haven’t been around long enough 
to remember the pre-nip-and-tuck 
Miles, Heat is the hysterical 
retelling of Sunset Boulevard, 
circa 1971.

Lady Heilman met with Miles 
in New York last week to finalize 
all the details. The two were sup¬ 
posed to dine at Sardi’s, but Miles’ 
sudden aversion to the menu at 
that swanky Manhattan cookshack 
resulted in a mad dash to Joe 
Allen’s, where, apparently, the 
Bouillabaisse is doused with 
“spirits.”

Deranged Drag 

Sanitized Drag Foils Queens' 
Revenge in The Birdcage

, - ^ ueen alert! Seemingly re- 
: \, spectable filmmakers are 
-AjI eagerly repackaging ho- 
v; ^ . mosexuals as whining, 
pathetic drag queens for a culture 
disturbed by plagues and nose- 
ringed militants. If last year’s To 
Wong Foo led the charge. The 
Birdcage delivers the body blow. 
This is understandable in a sense. 
Society longs for the pre-AIDS 
homosexual, who more often than 
not was a pathetic, caricatured 
drag queen. Worse yet, there are 
plenty of “artists” out there who 
are all too happy to deliver this 
image. 

The Birdcage comes with a 
pedigree: a big budget; a proven 
history on film and on Broadway; 
a well-established liberal director 
(Mike Nichols) and writer (Elaine 
May); respected, simpatico actors 
like Robin Williams, Gene Hack- 
man, Dianne Wiest, and the ubiq¬ 
uitous Nathan Lane; and a script 
that pointedly pleas for tolerance 
in our increasingly conservative, 
homophobic society. 

Like its forerunner. La Cage 
aux Folles, The Birdcage concerns 
drag club owner Armand (Robin 
Williams) and lover Albert 
(Nathan Lane), an artiste who en¬ 
tertains at the club. Val (Dan Fut- 
terman), Armand’s son from a 
drunken heterosexual tryst, asks 
his father and Albert to heterosex- 
ualize themselves for one night in 
order to impress his potential fa¬ 
ther-in-law, right-wing Senator 
Creeley (Gene Hackman). They 
initially refuse but eventually 
comply and transform their apart¬ 
ment, a temple of queerish paint¬ 
ings, statues and kitsch, into a 
stark monastic space with little 
more than a huge crucifix and a 
few chairs. 

Compounding the problem is 
Senator Creeley’s scandal: his 
partner in a right-wing “family 
values” campaign died in the bed 
of an underage black prostitute. 
Suddenly Armand and Albert be¬ 
come doubly useful in their new 
role as wealthy, old-fashioned 
hets: Val will be approved as a 
son-in-law and the senator will 
turn attention from his scandal 
with an elaborate wedding. All Ar¬ 
mand and Albert will lose are their 
identities. 

Nichols and May have made a 
few changes from the original. 
The setting is no longer the South 


of France, but South Beach, Flori¬ 
da, giving an “exotic” travelogue 
feel to the outdoor scenes. La 
Cage’s black “maid” is now a 
more trendy Guatemalan who says 
things (in a very heavy accent) 
like, “You are afraid of my Latin 
heat.” One element that should 
have been added to the film — it’s 
also missing from the first one — 
was some sort of physical con¬ 
nection between Armand and Al¬ 
bert. Is a homosexual kiss still too 
much to ask for in 1996? Yes, if 
the film is directed to the Dinner 
Theatre crowd, as is this one. On 
the other hand, these characters, as 
played by Williams and Lane, 
don’t even seem to like, much less 
love, each other. 

Tossing out the drag 

In La Cage, the disturbing un¬ 
dertones of co-optation never 
quite came to the surface because 
of the expert performances of Ugo 
Tognazzi as Armand and Michel 
Serrault as Albin. What might 
have been the queer community’s 
Birth of a Nation worked in spite 
of the shrill mechanics of the farce 
and the cartoonishness of the char¬ 
acters. The actors were attractive 
and commanding — especially 
Serrault’s enthralling mix of oper¬ 
atic abandon and self-consumed 
bitchiness. (Remember how Ser- 
rault’s performance inspired 
stressed-out queens in 1978?) 

While most of La Cage’s plot 
details and some of its dialogue 
are recycled in The Birdcage, the 
pivotal character of Albin is 
changed, and the results are disas¬ 
trous. Nathan Lane’s Albert is so 
relentlessly “humanized” that his 
mere presence drains the drama of 
any tension. Nichols commented 
on Lane’s strategy in the press 
notes: “He made everything about 
Albert very real. Nathan throws 
the drag aspect of the character 
away; it was more about creating a 
whole person.” But this “whole 
person” is actually woefully in¬ 
complete — in “throwing away 
the drag part” he kills one of the 
story’s major motifs: the sheer 
power of the character’s hysterical 
personality. In La Cage, it was al¬ 
ways clear that Albin was con¬ 
temptuous of the right-wing min¬ 
ister; in The Birdcage, however, 
Albert is so ingratiating to the 
confused Senator Creeley that he 
practically drools when in his 
presence. Albert’s unflattering 
self-descriptions — “freak,” 


“monster” — are supposed to be 
amusing, but are more grim than 
mirthful. 

The central dramatic problem 
of the original — why two fabu¬ 
lous faggots would agree to pass as 
straight for a pushy het son and a 
right-wing politician — is much 
more problematic in the remake, 
what with the passing of two 
decades and the less- than-con- 
vincing acting. When La Cage’s 
drag queens banded together to 
save the right-wing minister from 
scandal by disguising him in

women’s clothes, it seemed a logi¬ 
cal end to the farce — retribution 
for all the nasty things he had said 
and thought about their lifestyle. In 
The Birdcage, Gene Hackman is 
not a convincing villain. We never 
believe his nastiness, and his ap¬ 
pearance in drag seems more a 
temporary physical discomfort 
than a life-changing experience. 
But above all, with Nathan Lane’s 
defanged drag, the crucial idea of 
queenly revenge simply evapo¬ 
rates. The gay characters, led by 
Armand and Albert, enthusiastical¬ 
ly save their oppressors, a depress¬ 
ing act that no amount of spirit 
gum and wigs can disguise. ▼

Making Connections 


14th SF Asian American Film Festival Fleavy on Queer Flicks

T his country’s elite — right- 
wing and moderate alike 
— enjoys the spectacle of 
marginalized groups fight¬ 
ing over the same small, stale 
piece of the cultural pie, squab¬ 
bling over representation of their 
own imagery. There’s a subtle 
quota system at work in our cul¬ 
tural discourse that minimizes the 
voices of blacks, gays, Asians, the 
poor and others. And no wonder: 
this picture of disenfranchised 
groups perpetually at war with one 
another is reassuring to the status 
quo, for if we continue to fight 
among ourselves, we’ll never be a 
threat to them. 

The Asian-American Film Fes¬ 
tival bucks this trend by commin¬ 
gling concerns of gay people and 
Asians. Out of 110 works in this 
year’s festival, 20 films feature 
gays either before or behind the 
camera, resulting in a sort of festi- 
val-within-a-festival. And while 
none of these works reaches the 
aesthetic heights of Tran Anh 
Hung’s masterful Cyclo, they at 
least cover an engagingly wide 
range of themes, locales, formats, 
and stylistic strategies. 

Some of these films break new 
ground simply by showing us pre¬ 
viously undisclosed comers of the 
Asian homosex universe. Much of 
the action of Park Jae-Ho’s Broken 
Branches, for example, takes 
place in a South Korean gay bar. 
The story blends images of the ter¬ 
ror of heterosexual family life (an 
abusive patriarch and three wives) 
with the at turns pleasurable and 
frustrating love affair between 
Jung Min, a 30ish TV director, 
and an older married man. The bit¬ 
tersweet tone of this film, ex¬ 
pressed eloquently in Jung Min’s 
desperate romanticism, is a thread 
that runs throughout the festival. 

From Japan comes perhaps the 
most successful of the gay fea¬ 
tures this year, Ryosuke 
Hasiguchi’s understated Like 
Grains of Sand. Hasiguchi works 
familiar territory in unfamiliar 
ways in this story of an unrequited 
gay/straight teenage love triangle, 
most of which takes place at a 
high school. In a brilliantly reso¬ 
nant scene shot in a single take, 
one boy (Ito) tries to seduce an¬ 
other (Yoshida) in an empty class¬ 
room. The director manipulates 
their movements and hesitations 
to maximum emotional effect. 

Also from Japan is a revived 
classic, Nakamura Genji’s 1983 
Beautiful Mystery. This steamy, 
satirical, 60-minute feature is

surely the last word on the right- 
wing military homo cults repre¬ 
sented by Yukio Mishima. Two 
boys, Takizawa and Shinohara, 
join an ultranationalist paramili¬ 
tary group whose “master” revels 
in fantasies of social chaos and 
coups d’6tat. Takizawa lectures 
Shinohara on political theory and 
the glories of self-sacrifice while 
playing bondage games and stick¬ 
ing his greased fingers up Shino- 
hara’s ass. Even the most sacred 
events — a stylized mock hari-kiri 
performed to show what the boys 


must do if the coup d’etat fails — 
collapse into orgies. Beautiful 
Mystery was considered so explic¬ 
it (by Japanese standards) that it 
initially played gay pom houses. 

Explicit sexuality is also fea¬ 
tured in Queer Boys Forever, four 
shorts that explore the lives of 
queer Asian men. Nugyen Tan 
Hoang’s Forever Jimmy! mixes 
lurid porno quotes (“Nichy 
pressed his swollen cock against 
Jimmy’s manhole!”) with cheesy 
pop video images of fresh-faced

three-play cycle about money that 
will premier at London’s National 
Theatre, Kushner found time to 
talk about Slavs!, gay theater and 
the political scene from his home 
near Columbia University in New 
York City. 

Chad Jones: Do you feel confined 
by the label “gay theater"? 

Tony Kushner: Not as such, but 
it’s incredibly important to identi¬ 
fy yourself as a gay playwright if 
that’s what you are because there 
is political value to that. Slavs!, 
even though there are two lesbian 
characters in it, is much more 
about socialism. It’s very different 
territory in a certain sense than 
Angels In America. People who 
expect me to write only about 
being gay are surprised by Slavs!. 
Some people who are Angels 
groupies come to the play expect¬ 
ing more of the same and are sur¬ 
prised — sometimes pleasantly, 
sometimes not. 

Basically, the whole category 
of gay, homosexual or queer is de¬ 
fined by the oppression that one 
encounters because of one’s sexu¬ 
al preference. Consequently, the 
very category is a political catego¬ 
ry and it’s more appropriate to talk 
about a theory of a political or en¬ 
gaged theater rather than a gay 
theater or a straight theater. 

I’ve become sort of homopho¬ 
bic about plays where there’s a lot 
of gay guys sitting around saying, 
“It’s OK to be gay! I can love, 
too!” I just want to say, “Die!” I 
saw the Harvey Milk opera and I 
wanted to apologize for the entire 
political movement that made this 
execrable three hours in the the¬ 
ater possible. It was all a mistake. 
We should all go back in the clos¬ 
et. We’re all cute and adorable. We 
want to have fun with each other 
and leave us alone and let us be 
happy! It was so horrible. 

In every single sitcom now 
there’s an episode about funny 
gay men. We’re not menacing 
threats to Western masculinity 
anymore. We’re house pets. Every 
nuclear family should have one as 


a next door neighbor, just stay 
away from the kids. It’s revolting. 
Unfortunately, there’s a huge sec¬ 
tion of the gay population that 
feels all too comfortable with it. 
They have all these rights and se¬ 
curities that they very mistakenly 
believe are dependable. But if we 
don’t get these bastards out of 
Congress, and if the era of big 
government really is over, we’re 
completely fucked. There’s no 
protection for a minority the size 
of ours, which is tiny, on a state 
and local level. That’s why Re¬ 
publicans want to kill the federal 
government. We’re doomed. 
That’s when the paychecks start 
to disappear and so do the 
adorable gay neighbors on TV. 

As a political artist, what role will 
you take in the presidential elec¬ 
tion? 

I had a weird experience. I went to 
the White House — I’m not sure if 
I’m supposed to tell anybody — 
with Michael Mayer (who direct¬ 
ed the national tour of Angels) as 
my date for the National Medal of 
Arts Honors in October. I had a 
conversation with Clinton in 
which I told him he was blowing 
his support in the lesbian and gay 
community for not overturning the 
Colorado amendment and other 
things. Then I got a phone call in 
late December from the speech¬ 
writing department of the White 
House asking if I’d like to write a 
version of the State of the Union 
address. Clinton was asking a 
number of people to write their 
own versions and send them in. So 
I wrote one and sent it in, though 
the version he gave was not the 
version I sent him. 

I was told he would actually 
read it, so I didn’t want to be too 
hostile. The point was not to tell 
him off but rather to try and re¬ 
mind him that there is still a polit¬ 
ical left in this country, and 
whether he realizes it or not, that’s 
what got him elected. He is blow¬ 
ing the support of the progressive 
30-40 percent of the American 
population that comes out of hid¬ 
ing periodically when it gets 
scared enough and elects a Demo¬ 
cratic president. I said if you com¬ 
pletely alienate progressive peo¬ 


ple, including lesbians and gay 
men, you won’t win. Whether or 
not he got that message ... I do 
know that two weeks after I left 
the White House he made that 
ridiculous gesture of supporting 
the lesbian and gay anti-job dis¬ 
crimination bill, which he was 
able to do because he knew it had 
a snowball’s chance in hell of 
making it to the floor. So maybe I 
had an impact, who knows? 

Was your contribution acknowl¬ 
edged in any way? 

Yes, I got a personally inscribed 
copy of his horrendous State of 
the Union address in the mail. I 
was going to send it back because 
I thought that address was the 
most appalling thing I’ve heard in 
about 20 years, well that’s not 
true, but it was appalling, at least 
coming out of the mouth of a De¬ 
mocrat, especially when he was 
up there announcing the end of the 
era of big government. I was 
going to send it back, but then I 
thought it might be worth some¬ 
thing on the open market. 

I hated that State of the Union 
address worse than poison, but it 
worked for him. His ratings shot 
up. I don’t even understand it. An¬ 
nouncing that you’re going to end 
the deficit in seven years is like 
saying you’re going to stand on 
top of the Washington Monument, 
flap your arms and fly to Virginia. 
It’s a complete impossibility, but it 
pushed the right buttons. His rat¬ 
ings improved. Go figure. Politics. 

Will the rest of the world ever get 
to see your speech? 

It actually wasn’t a speech so 
much as an open letter to him. I 
thought about publishing it. This 
is the first time I’ve talked about it 
publicly. I thought up till now that 
I should be discreet. I just hope 
Clinton comes to his senses in 
time for the election. I worry what 
will happen if he tries to run as a 
Republican. Clinton is who he is 
surrounded by, and as usual, he is 
surrounded by a real mix of peo¬ 
ple. I got to dance with a man at 
the White House, and as some¬ 
body from the Walt Disney Com¬ 
pany who was there pointed out 
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when we finished dancing, this 
could only happen in a Democrat¬ 
ic administration. 

Earlier you mentioned the phe¬ 
nomenon of Angels In America 
groupies. Your “reunion” with an 
Angels director raises Angels-s/ze 
expectations for the Berkeley Rep 
production of Slavs!, does it not? 

I didn’t think this was the case, but 
I learned while putting up Angels 
that if people like something, they 
want, in spite of themselves, to see 
it again. As different as parts one 
and two of Angels are, I think 
there was a certain degree to 
which people who loved part one 
came back wanting to see it all 
over again and had trouble accept¬ 
ing that part two was different. 
Slavs! is a play that is not about 
identity politics but about social¬ 
ism. It’s a gay play because it’s 
very much within the framework 
of my aesthetics and my aesthetics 
are homosexual. Some audiences 
have loved it, some not. 

When people see the word social¬ 
ism, they get scared. They don't 
want to see a play about political 
ideas. How do you overcome that? 

One of the answers may be that 
you can’t. Slavs! has done very 
well and played all over the place. 
It’s gotten a bumpy critical recep¬ 
tion except in New York, London, 
Vienna and Berlin, but in some of 
the hinterlands, people have said, 
“It’s not Angels In America, ” and 
it’s not. My job as a playwright is 
to make a play about the history of 
socialism and the theory of social¬ 
ism entertaining. Hopefully, peo¬ 
ple who saw Angels believe that I 
can make things entertaining and 
will come to see this. 

It’s critically important at this 
juncture in history that all people 
who are concerned with any kind 
of progressive politics address 
themselves to questions of eco¬ 
nomics, because the notion of a 
political economy is a ground that 
we’ve ceded completely to the 
right, and we have accepted an 
entirely reactionary definition of 
what the political economy is. 
That’s even more dangerous than 
the amount of ground we’ve 
given up in terms of morals and 
cultural values. We stopped being 
able to think politically about 
money and that’s a terrible thing. 
Our fortunes as a minority are 
very much tied into the life of the 
economy. Progressive politics 
succeed when there is economic 
justice. If you say the only thing 
that should concern us is whether 
we can hold hands in public, get 
married and serve in the military, 
you’re foredooming by being 
shortsighted your whole political 
movement. 

There hasn’t yet been a play deal¬ 
ing with poor homosexuals, has 
there? 

Rarely do questions of economic 
concerns and homosexuality get 
discussed. Some writers do it. A 
number of lesbians do. I think 
Dorothy Allison deals with gender 
of class as well as gender. Sarah 
Schulman deals with issues of 
urban poverty. A lot of African 
American writers deal with racism 
and class oppression and sexual 
preference all together. James 
Baldwin certainly did. Audre 
Lorde did. Gay white men have 
tended to be somewhat oblivious 
to the question. You don’t want to 
talk about privilege when you’re 
the beneficiary of it because it’s 
hard to look at the extent to which 
you are a beneficiary of privilege. 

I think a lot of gay men, white 
men, are nervous about talking 
about that. 

This is going to become the 
great divide: whether or not you 
attach your politics as a homosex¬ 
ual to a larger politics of a larger 
progressive politics or whether 
you don’t. That’s already a divid¬ 
ing line between being a member 



of the Log Cabin Club and being 
something a little livelier and 
more dignified and intelligent. 

All the information we get from 
Slavs! about Russian nuclear 
waste being improperly stored and 
radiation-damaged children is 
true? 

It’s all, unfortunately, completely 
true, and it’s worse than that. In 
Siberia, there’s a whole group of 
children bom with inherited chro¬ 
mosomal damage, with severe 
central nervous-system damage. 
Most of them don’t live very long. 
They’re autistic or mute. There’s a 
picture in the Berkeley Rep re¬ 
hearsal room of a group of chil¬ 
dren bom in the same neighbor¬ 
hood in Moscow who were all 
bom without a left hand. It’s com¬ 
pletely horrifying. Information 
like this can bring you more close¬ 
ly to the edge of irretrievable de¬ 
spair than anything I’ve ever en¬ 
countered. Not all the political 
good will in the world — and 
there’s nothing like all the politi¬ 
cal good will in the world — 
could effect a real transformation 
because we’ve already destroyed 
parts of the planet. My hope is that 
people in America listening to this 
play, which is a very American 
play about the Soviet Union, will 
realize that there are similar situa¬ 
tions pertaining in the United 
States. It’s very grim. 

Now people really aren ’/ going to 
want to come. 

All that and socialism, too! You 
know, I wrote Angels In America 
believing that I was writing for an 
audience as concerned about cer¬ 
tain things as I am and that audi¬ 
ences go to the theater because 
they want to be challenged and 
they want the truth in as much as 
the playwright and directors and 
actors are capable of giving it. 
One mustn’t worry. Not every 
play is going to have the same ap¬ 
peal. Angels In America had much 
more appeal than Slavs! will ever 
have. I believe that the Soviet 
Union occupies a large space in 
the imagination of most political- 
ly-aware Americans. I think the 
play has had the success it’s had 
because people, like me, are 
dreaming about Russia. 

How much time do you spend 
reading each day? 

Oh, not enough. I’m trying to 
spend much more time alone with 
books and thinking and much less 


time walking around blabbing. 
That’s a fatal disease. I have en¬ 
joyed it, though. I’ve been every¬ 
where in the last two years. Some 
of it I feel I have to do politically 
because it’s payback for the suc¬ 
cess of the play. It’s immensely 
time consuming and it does some¬ 
thing funny to your head. It’s im¬ 
portant for a playwright to stay 
confused and uncertain and un¬ 
clear and drifty. What I found is 
that the more I’ve had to go 


around developing mature, sane 
opinions, the less the loony part of 
me, which is where fhe plays also 
come from, gets a chance to live. 
Angels didn’t come out of a ma¬ 
ture, responsible, considered part 
of me. It came from the gut. 

When you, as a well-read person, 
discover horrible things in the 
world like you did before you 
wrote Slavs!, do you find yourself 
in, as you put it, “irretrievable de¬ 


spair"? How do you avoid that? 

You can never avoid despair. You 
need to despair, if that’s what 
times call for. I wouldn’t want to 
say that one automatically decides 
in advance that despair is to be 
avoided because what if despair is 
appropriate to the situation? Real 
despair^would produce nothing. 
You could watch Waiting for 
Godot or Endgame or even bleak¬ 
er Beckett and say, well, here’s as 
close as we get to complete despair 
of human agency as you could 
ever hope to see, yet it produced 
these plays, which is proof that the 
despair is not total. Had it been 
total, there would have been no 
writing. 

It takes great courage to go into 
the darkness as deeply as someone 
like Beckett went and be able to 
continue to work. It takes great 
courage and great faith and a great 
hope because it comes from a non¬ 
avoidance of the most ugly truths. 
There’s always a risk that it will 
swallow you up. I’m no different 
than anybody else in that respect. 
We all play that game. Everybody 
is entitled to mornings when they 
can’t get out of bed. Only vulgar, 
insensitive people don’t have 
mornings like that. And how nice 
for them. On the other hand, there 
never is reason for complete and 
total despair. The ability of human 
beings to endure in the most ap¬ 
palling circumstances is on one 
side glorious and on the other 
rather repulsive and cockroach¬ 
like. We do endure. As long as 
there’s life — to be completely 
Hallmark greeting card-like — 
there’s some possibility of trans¬ 
formation. ▼

Experiments, 
good and bad 

Experimental gay cinema is 
represented by Quentin Lee’s 
Flow and Hiroyuki Oki’s Heaven- 
6-Box. Flow is billed as a feature 
but is actually an anthology of 
short films by the alleged “enfant 
terrible of queer Asian cinema.” 
Lee’s imagery is energetic but also 
self-conscious and often woefully 
pretentious, as when two people 
kiss through plastic bags — like 
condoms, get it? Discontinuous 
editing and double exposures 
aside, Lee sometimes drifts into 
the same navel-gazing territory in¬ 


habited by Wally White and Gregg 
Araki. His least experimental, 
most linear work. Fall 1990, is 
also by far his most successful, a 
moody, sometimes poignant 
drama of complex relationships 
among a group of sexually con¬ 
fused college friends. 

Hiroyuki Oki is Japan’s lead¬ 
ing avant-garde filmmaker and a 
gay artist who was chosen to make 
a film about Kochi, the town 
where he lives. In Heaven-6-Box, 
we see footage of local concerts, 
performance art, lakes and archi¬ 
tecture, workers at their jobs, and 
quiet shots of ordinary citizens 
posing for his camera. Oki’s poet¬ 
ic mixture of the commonplace 
and the extraordinary is an apt 
metaphor for a festival that cele¬ 
brates these same virtues. V

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Asian men. Kirby Hsu’s GOM 
comically links food and sex in its 
autobiographical discussion of 
potato queens, rice queens, and 
sticky rice queens. Ming S. Ma’s 
Slanted Vision, the longest, most 
ambitious, and sexiest entry here, 
offers some startling insights as 
the narrator deconstructs a pom 
film, complaining that Asian men 
are always shown as submissive to 
whites: “I was irritated by being 
written out of the narrative.” 


Documentaries 

Personal documentaries are a 
critical tool in reclaiming cultural 
imagery: the simple act of “speak¬ 
ing up” about one’s intimate histo¬ 
ry can take on an almost revolu¬ 
tionary importance. Such is the 
case with Hima B.’s Coming Out, 
Coming Home. Here we see 
straight parents and gay kids talk¬ 
ing with unsparing honesty and 
eloquence about the difficulties 
and rewards of coming to terms 
with the reality of gayness in a ho¬ 
mophobic society. Rhoda Yee’s 
enthusiastic response to her son 
coming out to her — “I said, ‘Oh, 
thank God! We won’t have this 
tension anymore!”’ — provides a 
rare, refreshing view of parents 
and children as allies. 

Richard Fung’s Dirty Laundry 
is at once more ambitious and less 
successful. Fung uses impression¬ 
istic imagery and the framing de-. 
vice of a train ride to delve into 
the lives of his Chinese-Canadian 
ancestors. The power of Fung’s 
historical speculations is under¬ 
mined by a tired, amateurishly- 
acted romance between the main 
character and a train attendant. 

High school teacher Sheri 
Gaulke completes this program 
with Out Loud, nine brief videos 
by her gay and lesbian students 
(15 to 23), who describe every¬ 
thing from coming out to gaybash¬ 
ing to a mock wedding ceremony 
between two riot grrrls in Forest 
Lawn cemetery. Typical of the 
droll tone here, one politically am¬ 
bitious teen wonders, “Could a 
queer carry North Carolina?” 

A program of lesbian shorts — 
“It Ain’t Easy Being Pretty” — 
mixes straight narratives with ex¬ 
perimental modes. Shu Lea 
Cheang’s Coming Home repudi¬ 
ates tired conventional views of 
female beauty by having two mid¬ 
dle-aged women cavorting naked 
in a bathtub. It also manages to 
satirize the packaging of Asian 
films for Americans by using frac¬ 
tured subtitles and intentionally 
bad dubbing. 

The standout in this program is 
Gita Reddy and David Dasharath 
Kalal’s Hindustan, a brilliant send- 
up of 1950’s lounge-style exoti¬ 
cism in which a man and woman 
do a role-reversal lip-synch to the 
title song. This one will leave you

Heartbreak: Pleasant Respite 
from Gay Theater Blahs

R esurrecting the dead to 
settle touchy issues of the 
past is the central focus 
of Jack Heifner’s play 
Heartbreak, the second install¬ 
ment of the New Conservatory 
Theatre’s “pride season.” After 
the redundant nudity and deriva¬ 
tive drudge of the first install¬ 
ment, Two Boys In Bed on a Cold 
Winter’s Night, the low-key intel¬ 
ligence and familiar humor of 
Heartbreak provides a gentle, 
wistful tonic to this city’s gay 
theater blahs. 

Best known for his Off-Broad¬ 
way hit Vanities, Heifner says he 
wrote Heartbreak as an act of re¬ 
venge on a former lover who 
wrote a tell-all novel about their 
relationship, and as a way to re¬ 
member friends who have died of 
AIDS and with whom he shared 
difficult friendships. The result¬ 
ing play is an interesting time 
warp that four friends take in 
order to analyze their friendship 
with Jason, a charismatic yet 
boorish writer, and to re-live im¬ 
portant moments each shared 
with him before his death from 
AIDS and the posthumous publi¬ 
cation of a book he based on their 
lives. Much to the friends’ dis¬ 
may, there’s more fantasy than 
fact on the pages of Jason’s book, 
hence the “cosmic” tribunal con¬ 
struct of the play in which the 
friends attempt to set the record 
straight and work through the bit¬ 
ter anger and devoted loyalty 
they still feel for their dead 
friend. 

It’s easy to see why the friends 
— two women, a straight man 
and a gay man — are attracted to 
Jason. As portrayed by the hand¬ 
some Andrew Nance, Jason is all 
charm and heavy-lidded flirtation 
at first, but on closer examina¬ 
tion, petty, snappy and shallow. 
The one thing that makes Jason 
an interesting character is his 
thorough self-knowledge. When 
his relationship with Mark (Noah 
Kelly, in a grounded, honest per¬ 
formance) is heating up, Jason 
enjoys calling the younger man 
his “private whore sex toy.” But 
as the romance gets heavier, 
Jason warns Mark, “You’ll learn 
to hate me.” And Mark does. 
During a heavy-duty Thanksgiv¬ 
ing scene, Jason reveals that he’s 
HIV positive, has been for some 
time and that he has lied about his 
status. Mark reacts like he’s come 
face-to-face with a murderer, 
which, to his mind he has, be¬ 
cause he and Jason have not been 
practicing safe sex. 

Steady direction 

Playwright Heifner’s set-up is 
best utilized in these moments. 
After the heavy drama of Mark’s 
stormy exit, the focus shifts to the 
way Jason-as-author depicted the 
same scene in his book. Jason’s 
character is, of course, the hero of 
the scene, misunderstood and 
sensitive, while Mark’s character 
is the nasty one. Just after storm¬ 
ing out of the apartment, the 
Mark character gets hit by a bus 
and dies. There are lots of inter¬ 
esting reality/fantasy, real- 
lif?/novel twists like that 
throughout the play, though the 
constant clarification between 
book and life become tiresome. 
Heifner underestimates his audi¬ 
ence’s ability to differentiate be¬ 
tween the two. 

Director Arturo Catricala suc¬ 
ceeds admirably in keeping the 
world of the past, the present and 
the novel distinct, and he gets uni¬ 
formly good performances from 


his cast of six. Aside from Nance 
and Kelly, Rebecca Burliegh as 
Pamela, a southern belle whose 
life’s ambition is to be a mother, 
avoids stereotype and finds the 
heart of Pamela’s frustrations. 
Jordan Viray as Vincent, a straight 
college friend of Jason’s, is sad¬ 
dled with too many penis refer¬ 
ences (“I love my penis!”), but he, 
too, overcomes the mundane to 
find compassion amid the angst. 
As the romance novel-writing, rer 
lationship-avoiding Karen, Gwen 
Loeb gets lots of laughs for her 
wry delivery of ultra-cynical bon 
mots, but is not quite able to side¬ 
step the cliche of the tough, 
funny, overweight bitch protect¬ 
ing her tortured, vulnerable soul. 
Too many lecherous cackles and 
not enough shading make Karen 
more strident than we ultimately 
need her to be. 

The best part of Heartbreak is 
the realistic (in the artificial, dra¬ 
matic sense, of course) portrayal 
of an imperfect gay man who has 


an imperfect gay lover, imperfect 
women friends and an imperfect 
straight friend. Though Heifner’s 
play does belabor its point In the 
second act, it’s refreshing to en¬ 
counter characters who do not in¬ 
sist on congratulating themselves 
for being spokespeople for sexual 
preferences. 

The characters in Heartbreak 
are not unlike those on that popu¬ 
lar Thursday-night sitcom about 
six friends living in New York: 
they laugh, they cry, they sleep 
together, they fight. The main dif- 
ference-here is that in Heartbreak 
the relationships are messy. The 
characters aren’t overly cute and 
they don’t have designer hair. Oh 
yeah, and in Heartbreak they get 
sick and die. Just like real life. ▼

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ing to shoot each other, and 
butting heads and bodies in a 
macho display. One fellow (David 
Palmer) strips to his skivvies and 
dons combat boots and a floor- 
length camouflage overcoat. His 
goose-stepping and precision 
turns are chilling. War is hell, and 
he has turned from a light-hearted 
youth to a military monster. 

Worse, instead of dying on the 
battlefield, he returns home, phys¬ 
ically and mentally shattered. 
Berman, as the girl he left behind, 
is forced to cope with this violent, 
half-dead hulk. She has no choice 
but to glorify him and his “sacri¬ 
fice.” None of this is pretty and it 
is more Expressionist Tanz-the- 
ater than real choreography, but 
only a fool would deny that — 
with Palmer and Berman in the 
lead roles — Back Home is an 
emotional tour de force. Palmer, 
easily the most butch dancer in the 
company, has been handed the 
role of a lifetime and he gives it all 
he’s got. His pale thighs, though 
enormously powerful, give him a 
touch of helpless vulnerability that 
is strikingly at odds with his 
strength and brutality. 

I wonder, however, about some 
of the lifts Seyffert requires of his 
dancers — men and women, often 
from deep on the floor. I kept 
hearing creaks and cracks that I 
pray were not human sinew and 
bone. One dancer has already 
been seriously hurt working on 
this ballet; let’s hope they get 
through the next series of perfor¬ 
mances (at the Palace of Fine Arts, 
now through March 10) without 
further casualties. 

Soprano Helene Zindarsian 
and baritone Bruce Rameker start¬ 
ed shakily, but he was working at 
full expressive power by the 
ghastly song, “Der Tam- 
bourg’sell.” I couldn’t see who 
was in the pit, but from the elo¬ 
quence of the musical perfor¬ 
mance, I wasn’t surprised when 
Denis de Coteau took his bow. ▼

romantically, just the way they do 
for Tomasson and • every other 
unimaginative choreographer who 
admires her beautiful line and his 
hunky physique. I’m still waiting 
for someone to see something in 
them besides plastic wedding cake 
figures gone mad. 

The first movement wasted the 
best music in the score (Roy 
Malan was the soloist) and seven 
of the company’s most individual 
dancers — Joanna Berman, "Sonja 
Kostich, Stephen Legate, Jose 
Martin, among them — with some 
half-lit, hard-to-follow hide-and- 
seek involving filmy curtains up¬ 
stage. The curtains were infuriat¬ 
ing because the evening’s first 
piece — Fly By Night, choreo¬ 
graphed by Christopher d’Am- 
boise to recorded funk-jazz- 
mambo riffs on “My Bonnie Lies 
Over the Ocean” (duh!) by Steven 
Bernstein — also employed drop 
curtains, only these were Venetian 
blinds. I was surprised to read in 
the notes that Fly By Night evoked 
Manhattan dance clubs; it sure 
looked like New Orleans to me. 

Seyffert’s ‘Back Home’ 

The only work on Program II 
that warrants revival — though it 
looks so difficult to dance that my 
back was in sympathetic spasms 
all night — is Dietmar Seyffert’s 
Back Home. Seyffert is from East 
Germany and, judging by his 
comments in the program, is still 
an unrepentant Marxist. Whatever 
that means politically, for dance it 
means that his anti-war senti¬ 
ments, while admirable, are hard¬ 
ly fresh and original. Kurt Jooss 
made The Green Table to original, 
commissioned music in 1932; it’s 
as avant-garde now as it was then. 
Seyffert opted for Mahler, specifi¬ 
cally the ironic war songs from 
Knaben Wunderhorn. Without 
texts, though, I doubt the average 
audience can make much connec¬ 
tion between the songs and the 
ballet’s narrative. 

The piece takes a while to get 
going, but then it delivers in 
spades. Fourteen girls clad in red 
slip dresses, carrying green apples 
and sometimes wearing sunglass¬ 
es, tease six boys dressed in black 
pants and white civilian shirts. As 
the music turns more militant, the 
boys act out war games, pretend-

I f the choreography of the San 
Francisco Ballet’s evening of 
world premieres, unveiled 
last week at the Center for 
the Arts, is either unmemorable or 
bone-crunchingly difficult, the 
principle of Program II is on the 
mark. The idea, like Helgi Tomas- 
son’s “UNited We Dance” Festi¬ 
val last spring, was to encourage, 
support and foster the art of chore¬ 
ography, while giving the dancers 
a challenge and the audience a 
thrill. 

Forced into the smaller venue 
at Yerba Buena Gardens by the 
seismic retrofitting of their Opera 
House home, S.F. Ballet could 
have played it safe with moonlight 
and old roses. Instead, Tomasson 
invited an Australian, a German 
and an American choreographer to 
see what they could make of the 
intimate Center for the Arts stage, 
some contemporary music, and 
S.F. Ballet’s eager young dancers. 
It’s a safe bet that none of these 
dance makers has ever had so 
many well-trained, musical ballet 
bodies at his disposal. 

Stanton Welch, the Aussie 
whose Corroboree was a big hit at 
“UNited We Dance,” opted for the 
obvious in the slow movement of 
Maninyas, set to Ross Edwards’ 
hauntingly rhythmic Violin Con¬ 
certo. Welch had S.F. Ballet’s 
homecoming queen and quarter¬

Footloose

A t age 75, Marin-based 
choreographer, dancer, 
and post-modernist Anna 
Halprin is a living piece 
of dance history. But don’t get the 
idea that she’s some kind of relic 
— Halprin is as physically spry 
as she is mentally agile. When 
she was diagnosed with cancer 24 
years ago, she’d already done 
enough work, been enough 
places, and studied and collabo¬ 
rated with enough of the pioneers 
of American modern dance to top 
off two careers. Since then, she’s 
filled up at least a couple more. 

Halprin’s 75th Year Retro¬ 
spective, the first program in 
Dancers’ Group/Footwork’s 10th 
Anniversary Edge Festival (cu¬ 
rated this season by Mercy Sid- 
bury), provided ample opportuni¬ 
ty to reflect on Halprin’s life and 
work. 

The evening began, so to 
speak, in medias res. As the audi¬ 
ence filed in, Halprin was already 
onstage, engaged in Movement 
Ritual 1, a series of choreo¬ 
graphed extensions, flexions, and 
stretches that she performs each 
morning (and teaches at her 
Tamalpa Institute). Halprin con¬ 
tinued moving as dance writer 
Janice Ross, Halprin’s biograph¬ 
er, gave an overview of Halprin’s 
history and of the development of 
the Halprin Life/Art Process, a 
technique the choreographer says 
gives her dancers and students 
greater flexibility to “be who they 
are.” 

Traveling through Halprin’s 
oeuvre in more-or-less reverse 
order, the “official” program got 
underway with Halprin’s perfor¬ 
mance of her 1994 solo Grandfa¬ 
ther Dance, a tribute not just to 
her family’s patriarch but to her 
own history as the daughter of 
Russian Jewish immigrants. 

Put simply, it’s an exquisite 
piece. Halprin captures her 
grandfather’s “dance” — his dav- 
ening at Shul, his fist-shaking ar¬ 
guments with God, his breast¬ 
beating of atonement at Yom Kip- 
pur services — and transforms 
them so magnificently into chore¬ 
ography that, at times, an old man 
with a white beard, black robes, 
and a stylishly fringed tallis steps 
into the space where Halprin used 
to be. Grandfather Dance is an 
adult’s dance, made equally of a 


celebration of living and of a dig¬ 
nified consciousness of mortality. 
We should all be mourned so ele¬ 
gantly. 

‘Parades and Changes’ 

An excerpt from Halprin’s 
1965 Parades and Changes fol¬ 
lowed, reverently articulated by a 
dozen local performers. Among 
other things. Parades and 
Changes is a humbling reminder 
that what is today considered 
“avant-garde” owes a direct debt 
to pioneering work like Hal¬ 
prin’s. Indeed, Parades and 
Changes’ near-constant nudity 
strikes modern audiences as unre¬ 
markable. But, as Halprin put it, 
when the piece was originally 
performed in Sweden, “it was a 
great ceremony of trust between 
us and the audience; in New York 
I got arrested.” 

Parades and Changes makes 
use of “tracks” of ordinary move¬ 
ment — in specific the one Hal¬ 
prin calls “dressing up/dressing 
down.” The 12 performers, cos¬ 
tumed in white shirts and black 
slacks, arrive in a line and face 
the audience. Slowly, one begins 
to undress; in canon, the others 
follow. By the time the last is 
completely naked, the first has 
gotten dressed again. The dancers 
walk across the stage, take up 
new positions, and the process re¬ 
peats itself. At the end of each 
cycle, the dancers move closer 
together, until, during the final 
sequence, they are face-to-face in 
pairs, staring intently into one an¬ 
other’s eyes as they remove their 
clothing for the last time. 

During the dressing and un¬ 
dressing, a stagehand has been 
unrolling huge strips of butcher 
paper across the floor. The per¬ 
formers burrow their naked bod¬ 
ies into it, ripping it into ribbons 
and crumpling it into balls, and 
the sound of all that paper crack¬ 
ling and tearing becomes over¬ 
whelming and delicious. 

As simple as the movement is. 
Parades and Changes is riveting. 
There’s a piety in it that makes 
the performers simultaneously 
vulnerable and solid as a rock; 
what sweeps over the audience in 
waves is the exponential strength 
of individuals whose sense of self 
— indeed, of privacy — is unas¬ 
sailable. 

But nothing good lasts forev¬ 
er, and Halprin ended the evening 
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on an unfortunate note with Re¬ 
membering the Dead, Dancing 
for the Living, a demonstration of 
the “healing dances” that have 
been Halprin’s primary work 
over the last couple of decades. 
Performers “challenging” AIDS, 
cancer, and other life-threatening 
diseases appeared in red; every¬ 
body else was dressed in black. 
What ensued was a kind of pri¬ 
mal-scream ritual — the perform¬ 
ers in red violently acting out the 
“monsters” of their illness — that 
Halprin calls “dance that changes 
the dancer.” 

Well, no doubt it does, and no 
doubt Halprin’s popular work¬ 
shops and classes do much good. 
But a ritual observed — or “wit¬ 
nessed” in Tamalpa jargon — is 
not a performance. Halprin’s 
healing wofk ought to be re¬ 
served for those who want to and 
can participate wholeheartedly, 
and not be carved out of context, 
theatricalized, and passed off as 
some kind of “edgy” perfor¬ 
mance. Indeed, involving an au¬ 
dience voyeuristically and non- 
consensually in a deeply intimate 
process is not edgy, it’s just rude. 

Were it not that Halprin is a 
gifted and creative choreograph¬ 
er, were it not that hers is a dis¬ 
tinguished history that deserves 
the utmost respect, and were it 
not that her 75th Year Retrospec¬ 
tive included work of unimpeach¬ 
able worth, one might dismiss 
Remembering the Dead as cyni¬ 
cally faddish. As it is, one simply 
questions her judgment in pre¬ 
senting it as art. ▼

tions — the sadistic Preminger, 
Godard, novelist Romain Gary, 
the Panthers — poured their often 
misogynist obsessions. 

Writer-director Mark Rappa- 
port, who made the 1992 film 
Rock Hudson’s Home Movies, has 
devised an ingenious strategy for 
dealing with this complex charac¬ 
ter in From the Journals of Jean 
Seberg. He hired Mary Beth Hurt 
(born 10 years later in the same 
Iowa town as Seberg) to play the 
actress as if she had not commit¬ 
ted suicide in 1979 and was in fact 
alive today as a sort of perfor¬ 
mance artist, film historian and 
cultural commentator. The illu¬ 
sion is remarkably successful 
from Hurt’s first appearance: she 
has the look of an aging gamin, 
disillusioned but still vibrant and 
droll. The title of the film is typi¬ 
cal of Rappaport’s devious ap¬ 
proach — the “diaries” don’t 
exist; they’re simply a clever con¬ 
ceit Rappaport uses to explore is¬ 
sues of voyeurism, stardom and 
exploitation. 

The format of the film is loose¬ 
ly chronological, starting with Se¬ 
berg’s appearance in Saint Joan 
after being chosen from 3,000 
contenders. We learn that Pre¬ 
minger’s legendary cruelty ex¬ 
tended far beyond the usual direc¬ 
tor-actor trials: on the day that a 
Life magazine photographer was 
invited to cover Joan being burned 
at the stake, Preminger allowed 
Seberg to actually be burned. This 
event is rendered in a dazzling 
collage style typical of the film, 
including shots from the produc¬ 
tion, images from the Life story, 
and Hurt talking about the event 
directly to the camera. 

Rappaport puts Seberg in con¬ 
text as one of an army of cinemat¬ 
ic Joans — Ingrid Bergman, Fal- 
conetti, Alida Valli — through 
clips that show both Seberg’s 
freshness and youth and the be¬ 
ginnings of the exploitation of her 
image and her entrapment by it. 
Hurt talks in mock-horrific tones 
about the “curse of Joan,” how the 
role had all kinds of tragic reper¬ 
cussions in the lives of the ac¬ 
tresses who played her. Rappa¬ 
port’s leisurely digressions begin 
here, with Hurt describing things 
as seemingly tangential but fasci¬ 
nating as the fact that Falconetti’s 
grandson was the first person in 
France to die of AIDS (in 1984). 

Seberg’s next film was also for 
Preminger, Bonjour Tristesse. 
This time, Rappaport gives her a 
kind of posthumous revenge 
against the dictatorial director. 
During filming, Preminger played 
tormentor by threatening to re¬ 
place her with Audrey Hepburn. 
In a startlingly clever scene, Rap¬ 
paport shows an exchange be¬ 
tween Seberg and David Niven, 
then reprises it by superimposing 


Hepburn’s head over Seberg’s. 
Hurt says she was secure that no 
29-year-old (Hepburn) could play 
a 17-year-old. This is one of sev¬ 
eral comic superimpositions in the 
film, the funniest perhaps being 
when Hurt speculates that Barbra 
Streisand must have been one of 
the 3,000 women who tried out 
for Saint Joan. In the scene of 
Joan burning at the stake, Rappa¬ 
port replaces Seberg’s head with 
that of poor wailing Babs. 

Careening career 

Seberg’s career was filled with 
disappointments — good roles 
that flopped at the box office 
C Lilith ) and bad roles that suc¬ 
ceeded (Airport). Her personal re¬ 
lationships were equally disap¬ 
pointing, but particularly with Ro¬ 
main Gary, whose female charac¬ 
ters, she tells us, were invariably 
whores and nymphomaniacs. 

This revelation is part of a 
striking sequence that links her 
with Jane Fonda and Vanessa 
Redgrave. Rappaport explores is¬ 
sues of sexism, fetishism and ex¬ 
ploitation in this troika — Fonda’s 
marriage to Vadim resulting in 
fetish fantasies like Barbarella, 
Redgrave suffering (if not quite so 
vividly) at the hands of Tony 
Richardson, and of course, Seberg 
enacting her husband’s lurid, sex¬ 
ist fantasies in a string of films. 
Seberg, speaking through Hurt, 
wonders why so many writers and 
directors insist on offering images 
of their wives as hookers and 
femme fatales. 

Of course, Fonda, Redgrave 
and Seberg had another crucial 
similarity: activist politics. And 
all suffered for it, says Seberg, 
though Fonda “was protected by 
her star image.” Redgrave’s work 
with the PLO decimated her roles, 
and she eventually passed into 
character parts. And Seberg? She 
was framed by the FBI, Hoover in 
particular, who leaked stories that 
she was pregnant by one of the 
Black Panthers, whose cause she 
fought for. When her child (the fa¬ 
ther was Romain Gary) died at 
birth, she insisted on a glass cof¬ 
fin, to show the world they had 
been duped. A series of nervous 
breakdowns followed that eventu¬ 
ally killed Seberg in 1979 at the 
age of 40. 

While the essentials of Se¬ 
berg’s life are here for star-gazers, 
Rappaport uses her as a spring¬ 
board for a discussion of larger is¬ 
sues. His combination of patch- 
work-quilt visuals, comic super¬ 
impositions, witty speculations on 
showbiz (“It’s called show busi¬ 
ness, not show art,” Seberg re¬ 
minds us), and intriguing analysis 
of America’s fixation with the fe¬ 
male face and body, makes for 
both imaginative biography and 
art. T

John Fisher's Combat!

ne of the most intriguing 
y and beautiful sequences 
V 7 in John Fisher’s new play, 
< , Combat! An American 
Melodrama, currently on the 
boards at UC Berkeley’s Zeller- 
bach Playhouse, follows the train¬ 
ing and battle sequences of a small 
unit of Marines, which includes 
one black and two homosexuals. 

Fisher has often said that he is 
interested in telling the stories of 
gay people, and where history has 
been less than helpful, he has cho¬ 
sen to pull bits and pieces of in¬ 
formation together to create a gay 
perspective on those shortcom¬ 
ings. Combat! culls material from 
myriad sources to examine the 
plight of homosexuals in the mili¬ 
tary, and, in particular, traces the 
evolution of the thinking that cul¬ 
minated in today’s notorious 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. 

The stories in Combat! begin 
with Dr. Harry Stack Sullivan — 
played by longtime Fisher col¬ 
league Paul Tena — the gay psy¬ 
chiatrist who wrote the psycho¬ 
logical portion of the national se-

lective service test that eliminated 
homosexuals from the military 
during World War II. Fisher mines 
this fertile territory with great re¬ 
sults, showing that people like 
Sullivan, who refused to acknowl¬ 
edge that there were homosexuals 


in the military during that war, are 
not a thing of the past in America 
but are alive and well today 
among this country’s continually 
growing conservative ranks. 

The play also follows high

- lthough alternative rock 

f * , movers-and-shakers love 
jj I to pat themselves on the 
back for being oh-so-cool 
about homosexuals, this accep¬ 
tance is virtual, not real. It’s okay 
for oddball folk singer Jill Sobule 
to croon a noncommittal ditty 
about kissing a girl as long as in the 
video she ends up in Fabio’s arms. 
It’s okay for a major label to sign 
Los Angeles homocore band Extra 
Fancy because HIV-positive lead 
singer Brian Grillo repeatedly tells 
the straight press that his sexuality 
just doesn’t matter. He’s a fag, he 
admits, but it’s meaningless; in the 
process, Grillo simply reinforces 
the superiority straight people feel 
toward gays and lesbians. 

Meanwhile, the real things — 
Portland’s Team Dresch, 
Olympia’s Sleater-Kinney, and 
San Francisco’s Pansy Division — 
avoid the mainstream, often by 
choice, and make better records 
because of it. Rumor has it that de¬ 
spite touring with Green Day — 
the most popular punk band in the 


U.S. — last year, Pansy Division 
was never even approached by a 
major label. Not that Dustin Don¬ 
aldson, Chris Freeman and Jon 
Ginoli would sell their collective 
soul for corporate glory if given 
the chance. 

It’s this spirit of independence 
that makes Wish I’d Taken Pic¬ 
tures, Pansy Division’s fourth 
album, remarkable. Although bet¬ 
ter produced and recorded than 
their previous efforts. Pictures 
mines similar territory: gay sex, 
gay sex, and more gay sex. The ti¬ 
tles are self-explanatory: “Homy 
In The Morning,” “Vanilla,” 
“Dick Of Death” (gay argot for 
“well-hung,” but a poor choice of 
words nonetheless).

Steve and Cockatielia 
Wave the Scepters 


I t took approximately 5-1/2 
hours last Saturday, March 2, 
at the Gift Center to find out 
who would be the next impe¬ 
rial rulers of San Francisco. The 
extravaganza started promptly at 
1800. A crowd estimated at nearly 
1,000 from all over the U.S., 
Canada and Mexico converged to 
pay homage to Empress Donna 
Sachet and Emperor Brian Bena- 
mati and to welcome the new 
monarchs. 

If you’ve never been to an im¬ 
perial coronation, you probably 
wouldn’t like seeing a string of 
out-of-town courts parade on the 
ramp with those who are, those 
who were, those who wannabe 
and those who shouldn’t have 
been. But that’s the nature of royal 
coronations, i.e., everything from 
the bootlicker to His Imperial 
Majesty Doo-Da from Bumfuck, 
Texas, to the reigning blue bloods 
of Dubuque.

The big attendance this year 
was undeniably due to the great 
job Brian and Donna did during 
their reign and the popularity they 
enjoyed, not only at home, but 
everywhere they traveled.

Eric Orner's Singular Ethan Green 

The Mostly Sweet Creator 
of a Fabulous Comic

T he Mostly Unfabulous So¬ 
cial Life of Ethan Green is 
“the only funny gay 
comic,” a friend declared 
recently over dinner. Some may 
quibble and defend their own fa¬ 
vorite strip, but let’s face it, no¬ 
body dislikes Ethan Green. 

Eric Orner is Ethan’s creator. 
He has been drawing all his life, 
“telling cartoon stories” since he 
was five years old. He sold his 
First strip to the Chicago Daily 
News at age 13 and helped finance 
his college education by selling 
drawings and illustrations to pa¬ 
pers like the Boston Globe and the 
Washington Post. 

Ethan was bom six years ago at 
a lecture given at Cambridge by 
Armistead Maupin, who serialized 
his San Francisco saga Tales of the 
City in the San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle. Following Maupin’s lead, 
Orner mused: “Why didn’t I think 
of this before? I can tell a story 
about what being gay is like in the 
newspaper, as a cartoonist, not a 
writer.” 

Orner’s voice flows sweetly, 
embodying the “golly gee whiz” 
spirit of Jimmy Stewart, only with 
a slightly crisp, catty edge. Under¬ 
lying his character, though, is the 
same Midwestern wholesomeness 
we’ve come to associate with that 
sweet American movie icon. 

Ethan “is a little bit surly, a lit¬ 
tle bit funny,” Omer said of his 
character in a recent interview. 
“Kind of bratty, kind of whiny. 
But he’s also got clarity. He sees 
things that some of his friends 
don’t bother to look at. That per¬ 
sona kind of fell out whole.” 

The strip is definitely not auto¬ 
biographical. For one thing, Omer 
celebrates seven years of happy 
marriage, a quest that dominates 
much of Ethan’s existence. Does 
this mean that Ethan is fated to be 
single and frustrated? 

“Ethan is not Charlie Brown, 
who is never going to kick that 
football,” comes the reply. “I like 
people to open up the paper each 
week, if they are interested in 
Ethan, and have the same notion 
that he does, that he is looking for 
it, and it is out there, and maybe 
this week he will find it. It just 
hasn’t happened yet.” 

Omer does admit, however, to 
occasionally living vicariously 
through his characters. “I become 
a bit of a wise ass, a comedian,” 
he confesses. “I get that out of my 
system on paper so I’m not partic¬ 
ularly wisecracking in person.” 

The easiest strips to write are 
“the crowd pleasers, the ones that 
end up on refrigerators.” Often 
they have to do with sex, those 
drag queen blimps The Hat Sis¬ 
ters, or comparing and contrast¬ 
ing gay lifestyles in different 
cities. 


Proud of his 
contribution 

Writing about HIV was very 
difficult for Omer. “I was very 
concerned that I didn’t have any¬ 
thing to say about it. I got over 
that hump by realizing that I did¬ 
n’t really have anything to say 
about anything, which doesn’t 
prevent me from saying some¬ 
thing each week.” 

Omer says he’s not spooked by 
the fact that sometimes his column 
is “just observations” and that it’s 
not always about “being funny.” 
He says watching Jerry Seinfeld 
helped, though, as that show 
“sometimes isn’t about anything 
either.” 

Omer carries around a note¬ 
book and jots down story lines as 
they come to him. He writes the 
dialogue and lets that “process, 
germinate” while he ponders the 
physical look. “And then,” he 
says, “there is always this moment 
when you decide to marry the 
story sitting in the notebook with 
the panel sitting on the table.” 

His lettering, he readily admits, 
is often “loopy.” “I like letting it 
have an organic feel, a reminder 
that we are just goofing around 
here.” Most of the “goofing” isn’t 
by design, however, it’s just his 
way of avoiding the tedium of let¬ 
tering. “For some reason I just feel 
like doing something dumb, like 
making an ‘e’ backwards, or the 


‘s’ a little bit of a curve. I can’t 
help myself, it ends up being kind 
of loopy.” 

Omer has a day job to keep a 
roof over his head, but he won’t 
say what it is, for that would be 
“disruptive to the line of commu¬ 
nication I have opened to [readers] 
as Ethan. And I don’t want to do 
that. The person doing this is a 
cartoonist, and that is who this 
person is.” 

Orner has “almost a brick 
wall” about allowing the work of 
other cartoonists “to filter in.” But 
he reads voraciously and isn’t 
afraid to steal from fiction au¬ 
thors. “Maybe it’s because I know 
I won’t get caught,” he suggests 
with a laugh. 

It isn’t the money that keeps 
him drawing, but a love of telling 
stories and his excitement about 
being “in on the ground floor,” 
helping to shape and define a 
young gay culture. “I get a lot of 
nice letters,” he says warmly. “It 
definitely makes it worthwhile.” Y

school sweethearts Susan Miller 
(Kegan Stedwell) and John Her¬ 
rick (Christian Milne), who enjoy 
one last tryst before they graduate 
into the real world. Both end up 
serving in the military, however, 
where they discover not only their 
homosexuality, but their ability to 
love each other despite sexual 
preference. 

As in all of Fisher’s plays, the 
journey is never easy, but along 
the way we meet fascinating char¬ 
acters in situations that reflect the 
richness of real life. Utilizing the 
great resources of a university set¬ 
ting, Fisher has assembled a crack 
cast of 24 that includes himself as 
the rough and ready drill sergeant. 

Knock out performances are 
offered by Fisher regulars Darryl 
Stephens as the black soldier, Elisa 
Wolthausen as a tough lesbian of- 


provocatively titled “The Cost of 
Desire,” embraced provocative 
works by Jim James and Rick De- 
Castro, as well as Brad’s pho¬ 
tographs of gay suicides. 

Brad was charming and kind 
person. He was eager to help us 
understand and appreciate his 
strange photos of gay men killing 
themselves. He began the series 
when he learned he was HIV pos¬ 
itive, as a means of exploring his 
feelings — to release anxiety and 
dispel his own suicidal impulses. 
“They’re for exploration of things 
we can’t face,” he said. “They’re 
about emotions, and were created 
to evoke emotions in people.” 

“The subject is difficult,” Brad 
admitted, “and that’s why I’m 
being poetic about it. I romanti¬ 
cize death, stylize it. The attrac¬ 
tive models and sensuous designs 
are meant to dispel fear — so 
they’re an act of seduction.” 

Brad’s videos were a more eas¬ 
ily accessible seduction, but filled 
with provocative imagery 
nonetheless. Although directed by 
several people, they are suffused 
with Brad’s imprint as producer 
and editor. The disjointed editing, 
hallucinatory lighting and well- 
chosen performers mark them as 
classics in a generally abused 
medium. Besides Fetish , Brad’s 


ficer, Corey Schaffer as a psychia¬ 
trist, and Jeffrey Fierson as, 
among other roles, a larger-than- 
life drag queen. Matthew Schmidt, 
Drew Bums and Alan LaPolice 
round out the military squad. 

Newcomer Jeremy Proctor 
plays Mark Thomas, Herrick’s 
lover, who though he’s as gay as a 
hoot, is a died-in-the-wool macho. 
Proctor’s acting is full of wonder¬ 
ful subtle touches, and the power 
of his character as soldier, teacher, 
lover and hero is amazing to wit¬ 
ness. 

This is a sprawling, epic work, 
but for all its length (three plus 
hours), thoroughly remarkable 
and engaging. ▼

B radley J. Braverman — 
bom in Oakland on Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1961, raised in 
Denver, and known by 
fans of his erotic videos as Bad 
Brad — died in LA on January 10 
from complications from AIDS. 
He was 34. Despite his youth, 
Brad was a frequently exhibited 
and awarded artist. As a photogra¬ 
pher, filmmaker/pomographer and 
producer, he was just attaining 
broader renown. 

Fame brings problems, though, 
like when a mainstream LA news¬ 
paper ran an article about one of 
his exhibits at a better known 
gallery, thus alerting authorities. 
The night before the show was to 
open, the police raided Brad’s stu¬ 
dio. Among the videos they con¬ 
fiscated was one featuring a water 
sports scene. As a result. Brad was 
charged with obscenity, which ef¬ 
fectively put his career on hold. In 
distressingly frail health. Brad 
went on trial and fought the 
charges with the same focused in¬ 
tensity and purity of heart that 
characterized his artistic work. 
The trial was disrupted by his 
worsening health and ultimate 
death; the outcome of the trial is to 
be decided at the end of this 
month.

title could not be more fitting. 

The second movement: Pan¬ 
dora Dance is a sinuous, sinister 
episode that makes a rather per¬ 
fect scherzo and provides Ms. Gi- 
acobassi with an excellent vehicle 
for her remarkable expressivity. 

Hymns and Tablets is a prop¬ 
erly final statement for a concer¬ 
to that really lives up to expecta¬ 
tions. Again, the title says it all 
and, needless to say, Giacobassi 
is superb. The closing pages 
speak of redemption, and the 
lovely, arching melody proves 
that there are contemporary com¬ 
posers who can write a tune. 

The central movement sounds 
Bernsteinesque, but the compos¬ 
er’s voice is quite singular. This 
is a recording music lovers will 
want to listen to again and again.

It was an education, sitting in 
on the recording sessions for this 
disc. Blomstedt and the engineers 
were all business and pleasant ef¬ 
ficiency. The pianist, Ollie Mus¬ 
tonen, was all artistic spirit — 
eager to refine and interpret 
wherever possible. The results 
seemed exciting at the time, yet 
hearing the recording at a dis¬ 
tance, there is a noticeable lack of 
spontaneity and flair. 

Mustonen can’t be faulted for 
anything less than pristine perfec¬ 
tion, but Blomstedt’s careful 
sculpting of the accompaniment 
is a little bland when compared to 
the best performances of these 


oft-recorded scores. The Chopin 
fares best under this overrefined, 
aristocratic treatment. Pity the 
Grieg couldn’t have been given a 
little more edge. 

Good performances. The 
sound is excellent, though a little 
dense in tutti passages. If you 
don’t have these old war-horses 
in your collection, this will do, 
but don’t trade in your oldies just 
to have the latest.
